in," said Rev. Bugh. The trustee said he 
continued to check with the department 
by phone until about 9:30 a m., when he 
went to supervise dispatching himself. 


ONCE THE MEN did get onto the 


streets, said Rev. Bugh, "they seemed to 
be doing a pretty decent job." A training 
session held for the crew by the state 
March 6 "was a big help," he said, and 
the men were trying to do a good job, 
"or at least some of them," he added. 


Rev. Bugh added it should not be his 


responsibility to get the crews out on 
time, but instead it should be up to the 
superintendent of the department. He 
said the departmental philosophy "seems 
to be to wait until there is at least two or 
three inches of snow before they go." 


Anthony (Red) Bursha acting superin- 


tendent of Streets argued that the snow 
did not start sticking until about 9 and 
said his men did a "good job." 


He agreed that the training and addi- 


tional equipment helped. 


At 2 p m. Bursha reported all streets 


cleared except for a few courts. He 
pointed out that some streets had to 
come first, and said complaints from 
residents that their street is always last 
are inevitable.

Say Market In 'Definite Era Of Boom' 
A Hustle And Bustle To Buy Homes

Brighter days are here for the poten- 


tial home buyer in Schaumburg Town- 
ship. 


An upswing in sales has been noted by 


real estate brokers and housing devel- 
opers in the township, and many are pre- 
pared for busier times than they have 
seen in the last two years. 


Some housing salesmen say business 


has improved as much as 300 per cent 
over a year ago. Others say it is still too 
early in 1971 to make statistical com- 
parisons. 


But all realtors and developers sur- 


veyed by The Herald agree with the 
statement by one man, that the market 
is in a "definite era of boom." 


The speaker, Dick McArthur, manager 


of Starck Realtors, was enthusiastic 
about what he termed a "definite in- 
crease in the market. 


"The activity is quite exciting," said 


McArthur, who deals in used rather than 
new homes. 


AND THE BUYING surge is just as 


evident in the new home market as it is 
for used homes, said Robert C. Winkle, 
sales director for Centex Corp. Centex- 
Winston is building Winston Knolls in 
Hoffman Estates. 


Winkle also pointed out a relationship 


between the two housing markets, new 
and used. 


"New homes often will sell when used 


homes will not But when used homes 
are selling, new ones definitely will," 
said Inkle. 


Winkle said one reason for easier mar- 


ketability of new homes is the avail- 
ability of financing, a factor mentioned 
by every seller interviewed. Financing 
often is much easier to obtain for a new 
home than for a used one, through the 
Federal Housing Authority (FHA) and 
the Veteran's Administration (VA), said 
Winkle. 


But no matter which home is up for 


sale, financing is easier to come by now 
than it has been for some time Most 
realtors and developers say the trend be- 
gan last fall, .in October and November, 
and has continued at a growing rate. 


ACCORDING TO McArthur, three fi- 


nancing factors are involved — interest 
rates, down payments and terms of 
mortgaging. 


"The federal government has more or 


less led the way," said McArthur, ex- 
pressing a consensus among housing 
dealers. Reductions in prime rates to len- 
ders and FHA rates make it more fea- 


sible for lending agencies to part with 
their money And with deposits at lend- 
ing firms increasing, they must make 
loans to earn interest so they can pay 
interest 


Quotations on available mortgage in- 


terest rates vary among the brokers. 
Pete Eichler, broker and manager of the 
Schaumburg office of Kemmerly Real- 
tors, quotes a rate of 7 8 or 7.9 per cent 
for several months ago The going rate 
now is down to 7 to 7 25 per cent, he said. 
Winkle said the rate has dropped from 
8 5 or 9 per cent 18 months to two years 
ago to about 7 per cent now. (The rates 
do not include a one-half per cent add-on 
charge for the mortgaging. 


But all quoted figures show a drop. 
THE DOWN PAYMENT, level is a de- 


pendent factor of interest rates. With a 
lower interest rate, lenders are accepting 
people to take mortgages, and even in- 
duces a feeling of optimism, siad Winkle. 
The lower interest rate encourages more 
smaller down payments, said Winkle. 


McArthur assessed the down payment 


situation this way. A year ago, buyers 
were asked for as much as 35 per cent of 
the purchase price as a down payment, 
while now they can put up as little as 10 
per cent. 


Refuting McArthur, George Powell, 


broker and salesman for Barton and 
Stull Realty, Inc., said the normal down 
payment now is 20 per cent, and it gener- 
ally has been that level. 


But even Powell agreed "90 per cent 


money," a mortgage for 90 per cent of 
the purchase price and a 10 per cent 
down payment, is available through pri- 
vate insurance companies 


And as Eichler puts it, lending in- 


stitutions "have plenty of money avail- 
able to make mortgages and they are 
looking for mortgage business " 


AND THE THIRD factor, mortgaging 


terms, also is swinging to the benefit Of 
the prospective home buyer with little 
cash on hand Buyers now can hope for 
terms 
as 
long as 
30 years, 
said 


McArthur, when the longest they've been 
able to expect in past is 25 years. The 
5-year extension means the buyer pays 
more interest, but the extra time may 
make the difference in buying a home or 
renting. 


Other factors beside financing are in- 


volved in the area housing surge, say the 
experts 


McArthur points to such projects as 


Woodfield Mall, which he says lend desir-

Board President Chided In Move 
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10% Police Pay Hike To Committee 


A proposed 10 per cent base pay raise 


for the Hanover Park Police Department 
was referred to the finance committee 
for study Wednesday after discussion 
during a special session called by the vil- 
lage president 


Pres. Richard Baker was chided by 


trustee James Ix-wis for calling the spe- 
cial session a night before the regularly 
scheduled meeting. 


"If trustee Louis Barone, chairman of 


the committee, called the meeting I 
could understand, but I'm disturbed that 
you called it, after being absent from the 
last three meetings." said Lewis. 


Baker noted that the salary review was 


due 
in January and "delayed long 


enough " Earlier he had said that differ- 
ences on the board have made routine 
business difficult to conduct and he 
called the special session just to discuss 
the pay raise to keep the issue out of 
politics. 


BARONE POINTING out that his re- 


port and request for raises was to be 
•ubinitted Thursday night, went into the 
report. However he too indicated he was 
unhappy about the "special session." 


A sparse audience in the council room 


was composed mostly of policemen. Bar- 
one's report included a letter from Police 
Chief Sam Polotto that pointed out that it 
has been 13 months since the last pay 
raise. 


Stressing that the department was the 


finest, and its men and women have 
shown outstanding service and devotion, 
the Chief asked for action on the pay 
scale review and no further delay. 


Barone's report indicated that a delay 


could result in a serious morale situ- 
ation. 


Still reluctant to act on the proposal 


Wednesday, Barone did ask his fellow 
board members to approve the raise. 
The Board decided to send the proposal 
back to committee "to see if the village 
had the money to pay for the raises." 
Trustees Barry Rogers and 
James 


Scheuber also attended the session. 


BARONE SAID as far back as a year 


ago when the review was promised the 
appropriation was made. He said the 
raises would increase the payroll by 
about $20,000 at the maximum, and a 
large portion of that amount was now 


being paid in cost of living benefits. "We 
have the money," he stated. 


Although the raise in base pay is ap- 


proximately 10 per cent, a hidden raise, 
the cost of living benefit the department 
has received in the last year does not 
appear as base pay. 


Scheuber argued that a 6 per cent cost 


of living raise the department received 
the past 9 months, already gave them 6 
per cent of the proposed 10% base pay 
raise. He said all the base pay raise real- 
ly amounted to was approximately four 
per cent more. 


He wanted the police department 


salary increase to be an automatic one 
as the cost of living clause in effect has 
made it the past year. He' could not, he 
said understand why an increase in the 
base pay was needed. 


Using Polotto's pay rate as an example 


he said that although his base pay is 
$14,000 the cost of living rate brought it 
up to $14,812.61. Scheuber added that the 
proposed raise up to $15,000 a year for 
the chief just gave him about $188 a year 
more. 


HE OBJECTED to giving both the base 


raises and the cost of living raise, saying 
that one should be sufficient. 


He stressed he was not "displeased 


with the department or against raises" 
but insisted the automatic cost of living 
raise took care of raises. 


Barone, Polotto and the president dis- 


agreed. The cost of living raise could 
change at any time they said since it 
fluctuates every month of the year. 


Scheuber also wanted the public works 


employes pay scales to be reviewed at 
the same time as the police salaries. 


He said he has pushed for a review of 


his department for several months with- 
out getting the board to bring it up for 
approval. 


Baker said, "It's your committee and 


if the work is done you should have 
brought it to the board for action, but 
don't delay action on the police raises." 
increases. However, the majority fa- 
vored to refer the request. 


Barone and Baker voted for the salary 


increases, however, the majority favored 
to refer the request. 


The finance committee will consider 


the raises at 7:30 p.m. April 1 before the 
regular board meeting.

Fire Station Sought Again 


In order to provide necessary protec- 


tion to all areas under its jurisdiction, 
the Hoffman Estates Fire Protection Dis- 
trict will ask voters, on March 27 for a 
second time in recent months, to approve 
a $500,000 bond issue for construction of 
a third station. 


The facility is planned for construction 


on a site in the western end of the village 
being donated by Robin Construction, de- 
velopers of Moon Lake Village apart- 
ments. 


Estimated cost of construction of the 


building is $250,000 with an equal amount 
earmarked to pay for equipment now on 
order. The station will serve as head- 
quarters for the fire district and will 
serve the highrise, high risk development 
now being built in that area. 


When the question was first put to vot- 


ers last December it suffered defeat. 


When the fire district trustees agreed 


to hold a second vote, they appointed 
Lyle Johnson, a local resident and mem- 
ber of the Dist. 211 board of education, to 
direct a citizens committee to promote 
passage of the referendum. 


TO DATE. Johnson has compiled 


educational material on the referendum 
in an attempt to clearly define the need 
for another station and has also organ- 
ized several public hearings. He has also 
formed a speakers bureau and has pre- 
pared literature for a mass mailing next 
week. 


"The citizens of Hoffman Estates have 


been exposed to as complete an educa- 
tion on this referendum as possible. It is 
my feeling that they cannot afford to say 
no this time, since the tax increase that 
could result is much less than the insur- 
ance rate increase that might occur oth- 
erwise," Johnson said. 


During Wednesday's fire district meet- 


ing, he said the present facilities are be- 
yond safe capacity as far as the Fire 
Rating Bureau is concerned. 


Johnson emphasized that the "bar- 


gain" in this referendum lies in the pro- 
tection of homes and lives. He also said 
that the two public meetings held to ex- 
plain the issue attracted less than 60 
people. 


"I am appalled by the apathy in our 


community as evidenced in the fire vote 
last December when, out of a total popu- 
lation of 22,500, only 500 voters turned 
out," Johnson added. 


HE ENCOURAGED community groups 


to take advantage of the speakers bureau 
if possible prior to the March 27 vote. 


Absentee Ballots 
Are Available 


Absentee ballot applications for the 


Hoffman Estates Fire Protection District 
special election March 27 are available 
at the Flagstaff Lane fire station. 


Francis Kelly, fire district attorney, 


said persons residing hi the fire district 
who expect to be out of Cook County on 
referendum day are eligible to cast ab- 
sentee ballots. 


Persons physically incapacitated, or 


those prevented from attending the polls 
because of religious reasons, or those 
temporarily living outside the district, 
may also vote in this manner. 


When illness or religious reasons pre- 


vent a voter from coming to the polls, he 
will be asked to submit a signed state- 
ment from either his physician or clergy- 
man, Kelly said. 


Those coming into the fire station to 


cast absentee ballots, must do so prior to 
midnight March 26. If ballots are being 
mailed, they must reach the fire station 
before 6 a.m. March 27, when polls open.

tually produce an increase in insurance 
rates, and would most probably result in 
a decrease or elimination of emergency 
rescue service. 


Also speaking on the issue, fire district 


Atty. Francis Kelly, stressed that it is 
the duty of the fire district to protect all 
property in the district. 


Trustees project an approximate tax 


increase of $5.50 per year for the aver- 
age H o f f m a n Estates homeowner. 
Growth statistics, available from the vil- 
lage plan commission, indicate that the 
1975 population of Hoffman Estates will 
be 50,000. By that time single family 
homes are expected to increase from

Crane Votes No 
On Increases 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-13th, said 


yesterday his negative vote on legislation 
that will increase social security benefits 
and the national debt limit was "prob- 
ably the most difficult one in my career 
in the House of Representatives." 


Crane was one of only three congress- 


men who voted against the bill. The law 
had previously been passed by the Sen- 
ate and was signed into law Wednesday 
by President Nixon. 


"The merits of a social security in- 


crease are certainly not under debate at 
this time," Crane said. "I have repeated- 
ly stated that our senior citizens cannot 
and must not be made the victims of the 
vicious inflation which has plagued our 
economy for the past several years." 


Crane said he had voted for the social 


security increase bill two months ago 
and would support it again if it was pre- 
sented on its own merits. 


"It is unfortunate that this bill, in- 


troduced early in the 91st Congress and 
later passed by the House, was not sup- 
ported by the Senate in the last Con- 
gess," he said. "Our senior citizens have 
suffered as a consequence." 


BUT, CRANE said, joining increases in 


social security benefits with increases in 
the national debt is like mixing apples 
and oranges. 


"They are not related to each other 


and they should be considered on their 
individual merits," he said. 


"Two weeks ago, 162 of my colleagues 


in the House voted against raising the 
debt ceiling," Crane said. "This vote was 
designed to prevent further deficit spend- 
ing and hence further erosion of the pur- 
chasing price of the dollar. What more 
contradictory piece of legislation could 
be dreamed of than to link together an 
i n c r e a s e in benefits to pensioners 
struggling 
to survive in these in- 


flationary times on fixed incomes with 
the largest debt ceiling ever authorized 
at a single time?" 


Crane said the debt ceiling increase 


will negate the benefits of Social Security 
recipients.

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Professor Calls For Education Reform 


by LEON SHURK 


If public schools are to produce think- 


ing, feeling, human beings, the process 
has to begin with school superintendents 


This was the view of a sociology pro- 


fessor and consultant who spoke Thurs- 
day at Forest Hospital in Des Plaines, to 
more than 40 school superintendents in 
the Chicago area 


Thomas Gillette, a professor of sociolo- 


gy at San Diego State College and direc- 
tor of a center for study of human behav- 
ior and institutions, told the superintend- 
ents during a day-long seminar on super- 
intendents and loneliness that public 
school* are producing humorless, con- 
forming robots 


PUBLIC SCHOOL systems, like many 


of the Institutions in our society, have 
brrome authoritarian and undemocratic, 
Gillette said 


People have little control over their 


lives, and power is concentrated at the 
top. 


Our mass society, he said, has pre- 


vented people from knowing others as 
human beings and encourages superficial 
relationships. 


People have become afraid to show 


emotion or build lasting relationships in 
which they can really be themselves, 
without pretense or self-defenses, Gillette 
said. 


School superintendents, on the top of 


the authoritarian structure, are often 
plagued by loneliness and distrust of the 
school board, principals, teachers and 
students, he said 


DISTRUST AND lack of emotion has 


created a syitem in which no one trusts 
students and they are forced Into "ef- 


ficient," bland, "safe" conforming pat- 
terns, which are destructive of human 
values, and which ignore individuality, 
he said. 


Gillette suggested that superintendents 


start with themselves, to create a more 
human system. They could do this by de- 
centralizing the decision-making system, 
and by allowing themselves to have more 
human relations with others in school ad- 
ministrations or life. 


Some superintendents 
agreed with 


many things Gillette had said, but some 
felt it would be difficult to share decision 
making responsibility, because few are 
willing to take on this added burden. 


They also said there is a great pres- 


sure to keep school systems as they are 
now. The pressure, they said, comes 
from the community and from other su- 
perintendents. 


NMCs Next Meeting In Springfield 


Members of the Northwest Municipal 


Conference plan to hold their next meet- 
ing, not in the Northwest suburban area, 
but in the state capital. 


The municipal leaders want to meet 


with state legislators from the Northwest 
Miburb»n area to dltcuM the legislation 
currently under consideration in the Illi- 
nois General Assembly that would affect 
municipalities 


"The areas we want to talk about are 


pretty much the bulk of the legislation 
they're considering now," said Mount 
Prospect Mayor Robert Teichert, who is 
president of the conference. 


The proposal was brought up at the 


monthly conference meeting held Tues- 
day m Elk Grove Village. "The members 


(at the meeting) liked the idea," Tei- 
chert said. "They know the necessity of 
our communicating directly with sena- 
tors and legislators " 


The idea was originated by Jack Pahl, 


Elk Grove Village president. No single 
issue prompted the municipal leaders' 
decision to seek the meeting, Teichert 
said. The local officials plan to discuss 
many topics with the legislators. 


Among the items that will probably 


come up, Teichert said, are the new 
state constitution and how it will be im- 
plemented and the state zoning law pro- 
posal. 


At this point the plans for the confer- 


ence in Springfield are only tentative. 
The group plans to charter a plane for 


the trip. The group will leave in the af- 
ternoon, returning that night. The trip 
will take the place of the next conference 
meeting. 


"I think it is a good gesture," Teichert 


said. "They're going to go down there (to 
Springfield) and make it convenient for 
the legislators." 


Teichert has not yet drawn up a com- 


plete list of the legislators that would be 
Invited to the meeting. A partial list in- 
cludes State Sen. John Graham, R-3rd 
Dist.; the three 3rd District representa- 
tives, Eugenia Chapman, David Regner 
and Gene Schlickman; State Sen. John 
W. Carroll, R-4th Dist.; and Robert Juck- 
ett, R-Park Ridge. 


Staff Director Plan To Be Studied 


A plan to hire a staff director for the 


Northwest Municipal Conference will be 
studied by a committee of conference 
members The decision was made during 
the NWMC meeting Tuesday.

pal boards. "Each committee would 
have to approve it," he said. Admitting it 
would result in a substantial increase in 
the current $40 membership fee, Teichert 
said, "each village would have to consid- 
er the idea in relation to the benefits it 
would give them." 


GILLETTE SAID answers to these 


problems would have to come from the 
superintendents themselves. 


The problems of superintendents start 


with our society, he said. It has moved 
away from the small town rural situation 
in which a resident could know who is 
governing, and affect decisions. 


Where people once valued personal 


relationships with leaders, in our highly 
urbanized society, leaders are unknown 
to most people. 


Most relationshhips accordiung to Gil- 


lette, are very simple, andu people can 
live their entire lives without forming 
warm, personal relationships with oth- 
ers, in which they can really express 
their emotions. 


This lonliness causes a distortion of 


reality, and encourages distrust. 


Superintendents, high on the ladder of 


power because individuals have lost con- 
trol of institutions, are especially lonely, 
and tend to live on the edge of unreality 
as they face bond issues and referen- 
dums, Gillette said. 


He said loneliness, the great destroyer 


of mental health, adds to the "robotlike" 
nature of our society. 


THE BOARD OF a school district 


doesn't trust the superintendent, and he 
in truth doesn't trust his principals, and 
this lack of trust extends to the students, 
Gillette said. 


Public schools have feared students so 


much that they force them into absurd 
patterns. "Who ever said a seven year 
old has to sit at a desk with his hands 
folded, that he has to be quiet?" 


Gillette said he wondered why stu- 


dents, who come from varying back- 
grounds with different potentials, are 
shoved into conforming patterns. 


How can these systems produce stu- 


dents who have humor, intelligence, the 
ability to express their emotions and to

Berthine Raaoamanganala, from Ma- 
nambaro Lutheran Hospital, Manam- 
baro, Madagascar 


They came to Lutheran General in Oc- 


tober. 1970, for two years experience and 
training under the hospital's Medical 
Mission Program sponsored by the Lu- 
theran Institute of Human Ecology 


To participate in the program. Mrs. 


Huang had to leave her physician hus- 
band and two-year-old daughter, and 
Mrs Chua had to leave her husband, a 
commercial artist, and her five-year-old 
son 


"It was a difficult choice to make," 


they said "Our husbands agreed, how- 
ever, that we should come here for new 
experience and knowledge " 


MRS. HUANG is the surgical nursing 


supervisor and a mining instructor at 
the 258-bed Presbyterian hospital named 
after 
the Canadian missionary who 


founded it 100 years ago in Taiwan's 
largest and capital city 
Mrs. Chua is 


supervisor of the hospital's obstetrics 
floor 


The hospital superintendent requested 


that the two nurses come to Lutheran 
General to learn the latest nursing meth- 
ods and techniques Several other of the 
hospital's 250 nursing personnel will 
probably come to Lutheran General at a 
later date as Mackay prepares for a 
modern 14-fkxc, 600-bed hospital to re- 
place it* old building 


The two Taiwanese nurses are pleased 


with their experience at Lutheran Gener- 
al They appreciate the hospital's mod- 
ern equipment and technology and also 
the philosophy of Human Ecology, the 
treatment of the total person. They have 
completed six weeks of refresher train- 
ing from Lutheran General's in-service 
nursing education department and con- 
tinue to receive specialized instruction as 
they work on the different units of Lu- 
theran General. 


American life has required some ad- 


justment* for the two nurses, however. 


"I don't care for American food," said 


Mrs. Chua. "When we prepare our own 
meals in our hospital apartment, we cook 
only Oriental food. We eat rice and 
noodles instead of potatoes, and we don't 
cook our vegetables as long." 


BUT THERE is much to appreciate 


in the United States, they both agree. 
There is more freedom. For example, in 
Taiwan the police give quick haircuts to 
people with hippie-style hair. 


Berthine Raaoamanganala is receiving 


the same experience and training as 
Mrs. Huang and Mrs. Chua. But after 
two years, she will take her new knowl- 
edge and skills back to the 56-bed Ma- 
nambaro Lutheran Hospital in Manam- 
baro, a village of about 1,000 in the 
southeast corner of Madagascar. Mada- 
gascar is a Texas-sized island located 250 
miles off the southeast coast of Africa in 
the Indian Ocean. 


In her hospital, Berthine is head nurse 


and serves as anesthetist in the oper- 
ating room. Because many American 
nurses at Manambaro will be leaving 
soon, she came to Lutheran General to 
prepare for the additional responsibilities 
she will have. 
; 


The village of Manambaro consists of 


huts with palm wood walls and grass or 
straw roofs. Floors are dirt. Unemploy- 
ment is high. People live from their 
chickens and pigs and from the two rice 
crops they get each year. 


Health problems include malaria, tu- 


b e r c u l o s i s , elephantism, parasites, 
diarrhea, tetanus and lockjaw among 
other illnesses. Sick people are brought 
to the cement hospital on stretchers or 
on the backs of their relatives. 


MANY PEOPLE only come to the hos- 


pital after it is too late. 


"Sometimes when people are sick, a 


'bilo' is conducted," said 
Berthine. 


"People dance around the sick person. 
This is often successful. Because the sick 
person believes he has been healed, he 
feels well." 


Berthine is disappoitned that American 


nurses no longer stay in Manambaro for 
more than two years. There is so much 
to learn about Madagascar and its 
people, she said, that mission personnel 
don't become truly effective until they 
have been there awhile.

Just recently, however. I received a 


letter from a reader who wanted to know 
why all of the presidential profiles on our 
present coinage faced left with the ex- 
ception of Mr Lincoln, who faced right 
The reader went on to say this informa- 
tion was not available in my encyclo- 
pedia and suggested the answer, it there 


was one, be included in the new edition. 


Frankly, there is no answer. At least 


not one that makes any sense. I have 
researched this and have come away 
empty-handed because there is nothing 
in any Coinage Act since 1793 that sets a 
precedent 


I checked back through part of the en- 


cyclopedia and came up with a probable 
solution on Page 40 under Early Dies 
1792-1836, and Page 75 titled Coin Com- 
ponents 


Paragraph 2 in the first instance says, 


Commemorate Chicago Fire 


"When a design has completed its 25 
years of service, it may be continued or 
it may be replaced by an appropriate de- 
sign selected by the director of the mint 
with the approval of the secretary of the 
Treasury." 


This is only part of the answer but it 


does establish an authority for the refer- 
ence on Page 75 which says. "By law 
each coin of the United States must dis- 
play certain symbols on its obverse and 
reverse, and with the exception of the 
designer's initials and mint mark, noth- 
ing may be added. 


"The exact position of each component 


is controlled only as to which side of the 
coin it should be applied . . . etc. The 
facing direction- of the eagle is both a 
legal and heraldic requirement, but the 
facing of the profile is not." 


This pretty well answers the question 


but it would appear that while the en- 
graver had the option of facing his work 
either left or right, the final decision res- 
ted with the mint director and his boss. 


Then, of course, there are physical fea- 


tures that could dictate the direction 
some likenesses must take to be recog- 
nizable. The Lincoln and Kennedy por- 
traits are good examples. Lincoln, in lat- 
er years, was never posed from the left 
because he changed the part in his hair 
(torn left to right, and Kennedy parted 
his hair on the left. 


Roosevelt parted his hair on the left, 


but Washington, Jefferson and Franklin 
had no part at all, and Eisenhower had

Seen with the ruins are the Old Water 
Tower, which survived the fire; the ruins 
of the Second Presbyterian Church; and 
a fragment of the first Chicago Historical 
Society building. 


Representing Chicago in 1971 are the 


First National Bank Building, Marina 
City, Lake Point Tower and the John 
Hancock buidhng. The four stars repre- 
sent the same historic events sym- 
bolized on the Chicago flag- Fort Dear- 
born, built in 1803-04; the Chicago Fire; 
the World's Columbian Exposition, 1893; 
and a Century of Progress, 1933-34. The 
back of the medal shows the Seal of the 
City of Chicago.

Savings and Loan Associations, and the 
Illinois Savings and Loan League.

DuBrow On TV

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — You have to 


like a performer who, when discussing 
women's liberation, observed: "If all this 
liberation is in some way going to ruin 
the King family, then it's just not worth 
it." 


Or, when once asked by an interviewer 


if he'd like to "rap," replied: "Rap? No, 
I never rap I talk once in a while, but I 
never rap" 


The source of these remarks is, indeed, 


one of the most likeable eprsons in show 
business today good old David Stein- 
berg, Canadian-born humorist, actor, 
writer, occasional host for such video 
programs as Johnny Carson's, creator of 
masterfully witty monologues based on 
the Bible and praised by clergymen, 
recording star, and zanily intelhegnt de- 
scendant of the Marx brothers school of 
comedy 


Like any reasonable person, Steinberg 


finds things to criticize about television 
But he is refreshingly positive about the 
home medium's better offerings, and has 
little patience with the snobbism and 
phony sophistication of persons who 
think it's chic not to watch video. 


"SOME MOVIE stars go on talk shows 


unprepared," he said over a cup of tea in 
his hotel room during a visit here. "It's 
simply a lack of awareness on their part 
They don't understand that more people 
see them in that one appearance than 
may ever see them in their hottest mov- 
ie" 


Steinberg also differs from the view 


that young persons don't watch much 
television, and he offers some unique 
reasoning 


"Young people do watch, but they 


don't constitute an audience that can be 


rated There's a whole generation on the 


street — or at college, where they don t 
own sets, so they're not rated " 


Steinberg, a slight, darly handsome 


fellow with a warm personal manner, 
agrees with communications theorist 
Marshall McLuhan that the medium is 
watched more than individual shows. 


"THE TV is left on," he said, "and 


what makes TV is the news and talk 
shows, even in their current framework 
But young people watch Flip Wilson too, 
among others 
And, among the talk 


shows, Carson specifically " 


As for his own video future, Steinberg 


says this year he will be occupied mainly 
with a movie and twice-a-week college 
appearances, which he finds "very satis- 
factory" — but that NBC has been dis- 
cussing possible vehicles for him.

Reaction among Northwest suburban 


leaders to Cook County zoning practices 
is marked by feelings ranging from mild 
frustrntion to downright disgust. 


Though the intensity of feelings varies, 


local 
officials 
apparently agree on 


why county decision-making in determin- 
ing the use of unincorporated land is 
such an emotion-packed issue. As pointed 
out by Alex Seith. chairman of the coun- 
ty Zoning Board of Appeals, area com- 
munities lash out at both the procedures 
used in deciding zoning cases and the de- 
cisions themselves 


However, attacks on procedural as- 


pects, in large part, are generated by 
frustrated efforts to gain substantive de- 
cisions in favor of local municipalities. 
Similarly, long-standing differences be- 
tween suburban interests and Chicago- 
based county government have stoked 
the coals of mistrust and fostered a de- 
gree of bitterness. 


It is not uncommon for local leaders to 


make comments such as that uttered 
recently by.a Wheeling official: "The 
county sneaks up on you like thieves in 
the night " 


THE LIST OF particular zoning dis- 


putes is long and involved. Several of 
them are symptomatic of the issue. 


In 1968, for example, Rolling Meadows 


launched a campaign opposing rezoning 
of a parcel at Kirchoff and Hicks roads 
for • gas station. Village officials con- 
tended Kirchoff was becoming a "gaso- 
line alley" and argued the petitioner's 
request sought illegal spot zoning. Coun- 
ty approval subsequently was given, and 
the gas station was built. 


More than two years ago, Elk Grove 


Village and Itasca locked horns with the 
county over the proposed development of 
a site on the north side of Devon Avenue, 
between new 1-90 and Arlington Heights 
Road. Developer Joseph Zizzo planned 
construction of 400 units, mostly multiple 
family, on the 27-acre site. After more 
than a year of controversy, the county 
fianlly approved Zizzo's request. 


PALATINE OFFICIALS and residents 


for four years fought development of the 
Palatine Hills golf course at Hicks and 
Baldwin roads. Most recently, the devel- 
opment firm of Sellergren, Inc., sought

county approval amid heated opposition 
from the village board. Though the coun- 
ty finally approved Sellergren's proposal 
for a planned development on the 66-acre 
site, a truce was reached and the builder 
agreed to annexation by the village. 


Most community officials are quick to 


point that the majority of Northwest sub- 
urbs have spent much time and money in 
developing comprehensive plans to guide 
orderly growth. These plans not only di- 
rect development in areas inside munici- 
pal limits, but projert desirable growth 
into nearby unincorporated areas. 


Mount Prospect Village Pres. Robert 


Teichert pointed out that comprehensive 
plans, in conjunction with current munic- 
ipal zoning and building codes, often 
directly conflict with county zoning deci- 
sions. 


"These (local plans) reflert what should 


be built where and how," he explained. 


MOREOVER, THE CONFLICT is in- 


tensified by prospects of nearby commu- 
nities having to provide utility and rife 
protection services to unwanted devel- 
opments. 


"Municipalities see things being built 


that they later have to service," Teichert 
says. This factor and the inconsistency 
with comprehensive municipal plans 
serve to fan the flames of local outrage. 


Teichert remarked, "I think the feeling 


is that we weren't able to control our 
destiny." 


He, like some county officials, 


blames court decisions for many of the 
poor developments in 
unincorporated 


areas. Referring to the "highest and best 
use" doctrine on which courts have 
based rulings in support of the developer, 
Teichert comments, "I think the courts 
have used the wrong theory. Highest and 
best for whom?" 


"THESE QUESTIONS ARE unanswer- 


able because they are subjective in 
people's minds," he adds. "I think the 
judges think of people as mankind. The 
people in communities are thinking of 
their communities." 


Jack Pahl, Elk Grove Village presi- 


dent, agrees and also charges that devel- 
opers will seek county-approval of build- 
ing plans, because local building and zon- 
ing codes are stricter and therefore, 
would mean higher costs or less returns. 


For example, a developer, unable to 


get a high-density apartment project ap- 
proved by a municipality prior to annex- 
ation, will turn to the county in the con- 
fidence it's less stringent building and 
zoning requirements will insure success.

"favorite subject," argues political moti- 
vation plays a large part in undesirable 
county zoning decisions. Braun and other 
Palatine officials are especially disturb- 
ed, because the community's 1964 master 
plan was prepared to achieve some con- 
sistency with tiie county zoning map. But 
subsequent action by the county board 
and the Zoning Board of Appeals have 
drastically changed the picture, Braun 
contends. 


"They've used zoning as political trad- 


ing pieces, really," he charges. "I'm not 
going to say there is political conniving, 
because I don't know." Braun says most 
of the blame must be cast on the county 
board. 


"The county board is not interested in 


good planning," be says. 


Arlington Heights Village Pres. Jack 


Walsh does not currently regard the 
county zoning as a serious problem, but 
a d m i t s , "we find frequently that 
we've been in contrast with the position 
of the county." 


Much more emotional appraisals are 


provided by Wheeling officials who cur- 
rently are engaged in a number of bat- 
tles with the county over zoning matters. 


"THE COUNTY DOES WHAT it pleas- 


es, regardless of what the villages say," 
asserts Wheeling Village Pres. Ted Scan- 
Ion. 


Wheeling has attacked the county on a 


number of issues. Currently, there is 
pending a Wheeling law suit against the 
county over the rezoning of some land at 
Plant Road, southwest of the Milwaukee- 
Hintz roads intersection. Wheeling offi- 
cials contend county approval for con- 
struction of a cement plant there was 
against the best Interests of the village, 
because it brpought about heavy truck 
traffic and created noise and dust prob- 
lems. 


Wheeling Village Atty. Paul Hamer 


says this is only one example of the total 
disregard for area municipalities. And be 
is quick to add that similar indifference 
is evident towards local comprehensive

Penal Reforms 
Merit Support 


A progressive and realistic pro- 


gram for reform of Illinois correc- 
tion and penal policies has been in- 
troduced in the General Assembly 
4nd deserves the support of legisla- 
tors from both parties. 


The legislative program, with bi- 


partisan sponsorship in both the Il- 
linois House and Senate, is the re- 
sult of several years of study by 
the Council on the Diagnosis and 
Evaluation of Criminal Defend- 
ants If enacted, it would be the 
first unified code of corrections in 
the nation. 


There are many merits in the 


program, but perhaps the most sig- 
mficant is the philosophy behind 
the reform 
In its summary, the 


council states the purpose of the 
proposed code is to restore offen- 
ders to useful citizenship, to pre- 
scribe punishment proportionate to 
the seriousness of the 
offenses 


while recognizing different rehabiJ- 
itntion possibilities and to prevent 
arbitrary or oppressive treatment 
of offenders or delinquents. 


There have been many cntizisms 


directed at American justice in re- 
cent years and one of the most dis- 
turbing is the feeling by some mi- 
norities that the quality of justice 
depends largely on the color of a 
njan's skin or the money in his 
pocket. 


The proposed code would prevent 


arbitrary treatment of offenders 
while acknowledging that rehabili- 
tation may be easier in some cases 
than in others 


Among the specific changes pro- 


posed in the new code are these 


—Establishment of a statewide 


svstem of probation under the su- 
pervision of the administrative of- 
fices of the Illinois Supreme Court 
and 
with niform standards for 


probation officers. 


—Mandatory evaluation before 


sentencing of offenders in fleony 
cases and of all offenders under 21. 


—Requirements 
that 
judges 


must state the basis for imposing a 
particular sentence, that pardon 
and parole authorities must state 
the basis for granting or denying 
parole and that correctional offi- 
cers must state the basis for im- 
posing discipline on an offender. 


—Establishment 
of minimum 


standards of health, safety and 
decency within penal institutions. 


—Prohibition of prison sentences 


because of inability by poor people 
to pay fines. 


—Encouragment of work-release 


programs for prisoners and al- 
ternatives for specialized treat- 
ment of drug addiction. 


—Creation of a commission to 


compensate innocent victims of 
crime for injury or death resulting 
from violent crimes. 


—Relaxation of current provi- 


sions allowing minors under 14 
years to be confined in police sta- 
tion jails. Under the code, the age 
would be 16. 


It should be noted that the pro- 


posed code does not mean a soft- 
ening of punishment for lawbrea- 
kers, nor does it mean the state 
would pursue a more relaxed pol- 
icy toward law enforcement. 


Also, there is no indication that 


the proposed code would have any 
effect on the crime rate in the state 
or on the ability of prosecutors to 
win convictions. 


It deals solely with the treatment 


of offenders and would provide 
greater assurance that offenders 
are justly treated and sentenced 
with the intent of rehabilitating 
them for a return to society. 


We strongly endorse the pro- 


posed code and encourage local 
legislators to support it.

.5. Needs Less 


Talk, More Doing

In the depths of the Depression, Ameri- 


cans had "nothing to fear but fear it- 
self." 


Today, 
faced 
with 
problems 
un- 


dreamed of a generation ago, it may be 
that we have nothing to despair of but 
despair itself. 


That was the tenor of boost-America 


speech made before the New York Rota- 
ry Club a few days ago by Charles W. V. 
Meares, chairman of the board of the 
New York Life Insurance Company. 


Crisis seems to accurately express the 


general mood of our time, says Meares. 
We are struggling to control inflation 
without aggravating unemployment, to 
resolve the problems of urban decay and 
racial unrest and of a deteriorating envi- 
ronment. There is crime and drug abuse 
and violence in the land and above all 
else, there is the Vietnam war that we 
have yet to bring to an end. 


But the most serious crisis of all, he 


believes, is a crisis of the spirit, a mood 
of disillusionment and bewilderment that 
has swept across our land. 


"At the heart of this crisis of the spirit 


is the feeling of helplessness that so 
many individuals have. They recognize 
many of our problems but feel they are 
so big and complex feat the individual is 


powerless to cope with them." 


By contrast, our country was founded 


in a burst of comfidence in man's ability 
to govern himself, and it survived its 
times of trouble because of the faith our 
people had in themselves and their coun- 
try. 


We seem to be losing that confidence 


and faith today. Recent polls have 
shown, for instance, that many students 
believe America is losing its nobility of

The Penchant For Revenge

Six Illinois state representatives, • in- 


cluding three from districts in Northwest 
Cook and Lake counties, have stuck their 
necks out on what could be one of the 
most explosive issues facing the 77th 
General Assembly. 


The issue is capital punishment and 


the legislators have called for a six year 
moratorium in the state, beginning this 
year and ending in 1977. 


Although their legislation does not say 


it, the obvious intent is to have the state 
do what 14 other states have done and 
abolish the death penalty. 


The moratorium bill now before the 


House of Representatives was sponsored 
by Rep. Robert Mann, D-Chicago. 


Among the cosponsors are Rep. Eu- 


g e n e F . Schlickman, 
R-Arlington 


Heights; Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Skokie; 
and Rep. Daniel Pierce, D-Highland 
Park. 


The issue is a volatile one and, depend- 


ing on the fervor with which they advo- 
cate a moratorium, the six legislators 
could find themselves in political trouble. 


Last year, when the voters of the state 


approved a new Constitution, on>i of the 
four side issues they voted on was pos- 
sible abolition of the death penalty. 


That proposal was soundly defeated — 


so soundly, in fact, that the six propo- 
nents of the moratorium should either be 
commended for their bravery or chided 
for their political foolishness. 


We prefer to view their actions as 


brave ones. 


It is our opinion that the overwhelming 


defeat of the proposed death penalty ban 
last year was the result of two key fac- 
tors. 


First, there are many people who be- 


lieve revenge is the only suitable punish- 
ment for some crimes. (And don't say 
It's not revenge. A death penalty is not 
justice. If the crime is murder, there can 
be no true justice and the only thing cap- 
ital punishment can do is allow the ag- 
grieved to get even.) 


Second, there are many more people 


who believe the threat of a death penalty 
is a deterrent to crime. 


We cannot argue with the first group. 


If people believe revenge and justice are 
synooomous, nothing will change their 
views. 


But we can argue with the second 


group and there are plenty of facts and 
figures to support the argument. 


Fast look at the five states which have 


the highest murder rate per 100,0000 pop- 
ulation. They are Alabama, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia and Florida. 


In each, the maximum penalty for 
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murder is death — electrocution in four 
and a gas chamber m Nebraska. 


Now look at the five states with the 


lowest murder rate per 100,000 popu- 
lation. They are Maine, North Dakota, 
Iowa, Minnesota and Wisconsin. 


And in those five states, the maximum 


penalty for murder is life imprisonment. 


In Illinois, where electrocution is still 


the maximum penalty for murder, the 
murder rate in 1967, which is the year 
listed in 1970 Library of Congress statis- 
tics, is 7.3 persons for every 100,000 popu- 
lation 


Only 16 states have a higher murder 


rate than does Illinois, and 15 of those 16 
have a death penalty. Tie exception is 
Alaska, where life imprisonment is the 
maximum penalty. 


It seems that these figures negate the 


argument that a death penalty dis- 
courages murder. And it seems more 
likely to believe that someone who com- 
mits a crime of passion, such as murder, 
is not going to stop and think about the 
possible consequences of Irs actions. 


Some of the states which have elimi- 


nated the death penalty for murder do 
have certain provisions in which it can 
be used. Murder by a convicted murder- 
er, murder of a law enforcement officer, 
murder while committting rape, etc. 


Although death does not assure justice 


in these crimes either, a policy like that 
for Illinois might assuage those who in- 
sist upon revenge. 


We hope the Mann bill is successful, 


and we hope it leads to permanent aboli- 
tion of the death penalty. Illinois doesn't 
need penalties that do nothing more than 
seek revenge. 


purpose, that most adults would surren- 
der some of their freedoms in exchange 
for law and order and that a majority of 
all age groups is pessimistic about the 
nation's future. 


What America needs in 1971, says 


Meares, is a resurgence of faith in its 
ability to solve its problems, no matter 
how large they seem. 


"We, the people, have to believe that if 


we could rebuild the devastated econo- 
mies of Europe and Japan a generation 
ago, then we can surely rebuild the dev- 
astated hopes of our minorities today; 
that if we can back into the longest war 
in our history, then clearly we can get 
ourselves out of that war; that if we can 
kill the fish in our streams with pollu- 
tion, then we can find ways of ending 
that pollution; that if we can believe in 
ourselves and reaffirm the faith of our 
founding fathers, then we can accom- 
plish practically anything." 


In earlier days, if fire or storm de- 


stroyed a man's home, his neighbors ral- 
lied to the call for help to raise new 
beams and roof and walls, usually on the 
old foundation. This call goes out again 
today. And it demands a personal re- 
sponse from a neighborhood of millions 
in our complex national household. 


"But first," says Meares, "we must 


recognize that 200 years of history and 
accomplishments have provided us with 
a firm foundation on which we can build 
today. There is, then, neither sense nor 
purpose in tearing down our society and 
starting over again from scratch. In- 
stead, we must be willing to accept our 
values rather than deny them, be willing 
to acknowledge that, while we do have 
miles to go before we rest, we have al- 
ready come a very long way, indeed." 


As noted, this was a booster speech, 


appropriate for a Rotary Club — but 
also, perhaps, for a nation that has had 
enough of tearing down.

A Republican analyst who is sympa- 


thetic to President Nixon believes the 
still faltering economy makes him highly 
vulnerable to attack, and that he may 
never develop the sure touch of ease this 
threat to his 1972 relection chances. 


In this man's view, Nixon waited too 


long to undertake tough measures like 
the suspension of supports for union 
wages earned on federal construction 
projects. Over a two-year span, he has 
seemed hesitant and half-hearted 
as 


unemployment rose and inflation flared. 


The consequence, it is argued, is a 


very serious erosion of confidence among 
decision-makers in business, to whom we 
must look for the real upward climb.

The economy in 1971 is offering some 


hopeful signs, not least the sharp decline 
in interest rates which should improve 
the money flow. But the planners of new 
capital investment for plant and equip- 
ment are not plunging in a big way. 
Their confidence has not been restored. 
And their outlays are the vital gener- 
ating force. 


The cited GOP analyst suggests that, 


in a curious way, the President's eco- 
nomic policy failures in 1969-70 are today 
feeding upon themselves and keeping 
things down. 


Understandably, the Democrats see po- 


litical opportunity in Nixon's difficulties 
They dwell heavily upon them. Every 
time they say the economy is bad, the 
capital outlay types tighten the grip on 
their money This kind of circular effect, 
reinforced by some critical economists, 
could prolong the recession for months. 


Since economic processes grind slowly, 


the President is judged not to have too 
much time to begin getting out of this 
box. Unless the managers of capital cast 
off their shaky mood this year, he may 
find there is no way to make the econo- 
my really shine in 1972. 


My anonymous Republican 
worrier 


thinks this prospect spells grave political 
danger for the President. The man feels 
that, barring the unforeseen in Vietnam 
and adjacent lands, the next selection 
will turn on the condition of the econo- 
my. 


This does not mean the war does not 


contain possible pitfalls. 
Nixon's an- 


nounced pledge of reducing U S. ground 
forces in South Vietnam to 284,000 by 
May 1 requires that he take out another 
46,000 in the next two months. The pull- 
out will have to be swift in the days just 
ahead. 


Somewhere in late April, the President 


will tell the American public what lies 
beyond the already scheduled withdraw- 
als. It is really useless to speculate on 
the size and the time frame for the next 
pullouts. According to custom, he will not 
settle that finally until just a day or two 
before he announces the plan 


The administration is on record, how- 


ever, as indicating that, whatever com- 
plement of ground troops stays on, it will 
include from 40,000 to 45,000 men of com- 
bat capability. In his earlier withdrawal 
statements, Nixon usually said specifi- 


cally that the priority goal was to take 
out all ground combat units. This is not 
being held to 


Obviously, the President's withdrawal 


proposals will be mightily affected by

ground push into Laos to cut the Ho Chi 
Minh trail. 


That has not gone well for weeks, and I 


learn now that, despite bland assurance 
of success, he and his top counsellors are 
deeply concerned over the delay imposed 
by stubborn Red defenders. 


An infusion of 15,000 or more new 


ARVTN forces may or may not get Sai- 
gon's armies moving again. If not, the 
President may have to settle for half a 
loaf. Says the GOP analyst: 


"He may luck out. It wouldn't be too 


bad for him if the South Vietnamese 
could just stick it out until May. then 
they could say: 'We captured a lot of 
enemy material, and now it's raining.'."

stituents. Business firms use them to 
take orders from salesmen after office 
hours. Hospitals and life insurance com- 
pany medical departments save hours 
with the answering devices in getting re- 
ports on medical examinations. 


Ads for cheap answering and recording 


devices fill the vendor ad pages of Sun- 
day newspapers. A company called 
Record-0-Fone, a leader in the industry, 
predicts that in another generation al- 
most every home will have some kind of 
an answering machine. This company 
has one device called Tele-Key that en- 
ables a business or a doctor to call his 
office from anywhere and make the ma- 
chine roll back the tape and read all the 
messages it has taken down since his 
last call. 


Naturally, the rapid proliferation of 


these and other new kinds of telephone 
e q u i p m e n t such as semi-automatic 
switchboards, burglar alarms and tie-in 
devices for data transmission, have 
created a large independent telephone 
equipment business. 


It has been some years now since the 


Bell System lost the power to insist on 
the use of only Bell made or Bell ap- 
proved equipment by its subscribers.

equipment from all over the world have 
rushed In to help supply the U.S. market 
with a remarkable variety of telephonic 
devices. 


According to President Tom Pledger of 


Burnup & Sims, Inc., West Palm Beach, 
Fla., both the Bell System and the fast- 
growing independent 
telephone 
com- 


panies have found demand outstripping 
their ability to build new facilities. 


In consequence, a large but little 


known industry has emerged, contract 
maintenance and installation service for 
the telephone industry. 


Pledger estimated there are 250 com- 


panies in this field and that Bell and in- 
dependent phone companies depend on 
them for $250 million worth of work m 
1970 and will farm out $300 million in 
work this year to the contractors. 


The work they do includes laying 


cable, installing and maintaining individ- 
ual subscribers' equipment, general engi- 
neering services and even designing and 
supervising the construction of telephone 
exchanges — work the phone companies 
were able to do entirely for themselves a 
generation back.

In summarizing the electric company's 


accelerated efforts to improve the envi- 
ronment, Chairman J. Harris Ward said:

We purchased low sulfur 
coal and commissioned fleets of trains to 
haul it to northern Illinois. We scrambled 
for — and got — gas to displace higher 
sulfur coal. Over stiff opposition, we 
cracked the Midwest's oil import barrier 
and with a bare few months' lead time 
refitted a whole station to burn low sul- 
fur oil. Older generating units were re- 
tired, and in one case an entire station 
was closed. We upgraded our dust han- 
dling systems — though their efficiencies 
already were high. Also, we pushed 
ahead with our nuclear program. 


". . . But the price has been high. 


These 
accomplishments 
cost 
Edison 


shareholders a year's earnings growth 
and they are raising the cost of elec- 
tricity."

One of the favorite suggestions of col- 


umnists who write about how to save 
money on auto insurance is that you 
"shop around" among insurers. 


Getting the best price, they maintain, 


is a matter of offering your business to 
the lowest bidder Differences in pricing, 
according to this theory, happen because 
insurers use differing methods of assess- 
ing risk. 


The simple beauty of this idea has 


been marred of late by practicality. 
Many insurers are so busy purging their 
rolls of marginal risks in their fight to 
remain solvent that they show little in- 
terest in rate-shopping strangers. 


So if you have an insurer now, prob- 


ably the best advice is that you stay with 
him — and hope that he stays with you. 


But if you're forced to shop for cov- 


erage — perhaps because you have none 
now — there is a way to choose among 
insurers on a basis that may save you 
money. 


That basis is the company's form of 


ownership and its philosophy of business. 
Here's a rundown on five common types

He also commented on another point of 


national concern — the ability of electric 
companies to provide enough generating 
capacity to meet the growing energy 
needs of the country. 


"On July 2," he said, "we set a new 


peak load record of just over 10 million 
kilowatts, about 8 per cent above 1969's 
highest summer load. During 1970, re- 
serve margins proved adequate. For the 
summer of 1971 our reserve margin 
should be about 20 per cent, with re- 
serves in 1972 and 1973 in the 15 to 20 per 
cent range. All of this assumes that we 
will succeed in completing our plants on 
schedule, and that no regulatory delays 
prevent their being put into service." 


LOOKING TO THE future, Ward said 


that Edison in 1971 expects to increase 


its supply of low sulfur fuels to 11 million 
tons and within three years to have the 
company's nuclear units producing elec- 
tricity which otherwise would require 15 
million tons of coal each year. Without 
taking into consideration the company's 
near-$2 billion commitment to nuclear 
power, Ward estimated the cost of Edi- 
son's environmental projects, completed 
or underway, at $285 million. 


As previously reported, the company's 


common stock earnings dropped to $2.95 
a share in 1970 from $3.00 a year earlier, 
although net income rose slightly and 
electric operating revenues increased to 
$886-992,000 from $81,149,000. 


In addition to increasing environmental 


expenses, earnings were cut down by 
higher interest costs, bigger state and lo- 
cal tax bills and greater outlays for new 
plant, materials wages and purchased 
power, according to Ward. 
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and the ways their differences can affect 
prices: 


Stock Company (Bureau) — This is a 


privately held company owned by stock- 
holders. It has its own agents who sell 
coverage and also service claims. This 
claims force is the company's major 
sales pitch. The theory is that one of 
these thousands of men will be close by 
when you need help and will speed settle- 
ment of claims. 


That "bureau" business means that 


the company adheres to rates set by the 
National Bureau of Casualty Under- 
writers. Thus all Bureau 
companies 


charge identical rates. 


Stock Company (Non-Bureau) — This 


is the same kind of company as that 
above except that it does not adhere to 
the rates set by the NBCU. This nona- 
lignment may mean lower rates. 


Mutual Company — A mutual company 


is owned by its policy holders. Thus 
while its basic rates may be similar to 
those of a stock company, policy holders 
are usually entitled to a refund of part of 
the premium in the form of a dividend. 
Mutual companies, too, maintain a force 
of agents to sell policies and settle 
claims. 


Direct-Selling — A direct selling com- 


pany manages to cut its costs somewhat 
by offering policies through local sales- 
men who do not handle claims. They'll 
arrange to get you a policy, but claims 
have to be taken up directly with the 
company — by mail. 


Mall Order — The mail order company 


cuts costs to the bone in an effort to keep 
coverage as cheap as possible. It will run 
advertisements to attract your business, 
but you have to write or call the com- 
pany to ask for a policy. The mails will 
have to do, too, for the settlement of 
claims. 


If you want to be sure you're getting 


your coverage at the lowest cost, you 
will have to ask for bids from several of 
these sources. But remember, spice is 
not all. A policy is nothing but a piece of 
paper until you need help. If the help 
isn't there when you do need it. low cost 
has been only an expensive delusion.

of responsibility " 


Miss Olson is convinced that there is

"Many young women are incarcerated 


for their own protection," she said. 
"There is no counterpart male crime in 
this category Usually the girl is guilty of 
sexual misconduct 


"Similarly it is the woman who goes to 


jail for prostitution and the men involved 
aren't similarly punished." 


In addition to her status as a law stu- 


dent, Miss Olson is a special assistant to 
the commissioner of Connecticut State 
Department of Children and Youth Ser- 
vices — the stage agency concerned with 
what happens to young persons who get 
into trouble. 


Last year, according to Federal Bu- 


reau of Investigation Uniform crime re- 
ports, 51 per cent of the crimes were 
committed by youths under 25 Miss Ol- 
son said recommendations of the task 
force reporting to the youth conference 
in Estes Park, Colo, will center on ways 
of improving legal services and re- 
sources to these young Americans. 


Among other things, the task force will 


suggest sensitivity training for judges 
dealing with the young offenders "We 
are concerned with miscarriages of jus- 
tices," Miss Olson said.

A difficult undertaking for community 


theater which must rely almost entirely 
on the interest of nonprofessional acters 
and the facilities of area high schools, 
Village Theatre sailed through opening 
night with flying colors. For the" au- 
dience, the change of pace from a witty 
family-oriented comedy was a good one. 


High caliber acting made all the differ- 


ence. Setting the pace was Betty deGroh 
who perfectly captured the dynamic but 
flominent and unrealistic school teacher, 
Miss Jean Brodie 


"GIVE ME A GIRL at an impression- 


able age and she is mine for life." 
boasts the gutsy but foolish Jean Brodie, 
who feels young girls have so much to 
learn from a worldly cultured woman 
such as herself who, she was proud to 
say, was "in her prime." 


Basic subjects in her classroom are 


sidestepped for the teaching of romantic 
ideals and the relating of personal, some- 
what racy past experiences. Her credo is 
"stimulate, enliven and uplift." 


Miss Brodie honestly feels she is a 


great day to day gift to her students, a 
woman who can inspire her girls to at- 
tain any goal. Yet instead of living for 
them, she lives through them. Jean Bro- 
die uses her students as she uses all per- 
sons surrounding her. Her entire exis- 
tence is built on others' adoration. She 
needs it to survive. 


THE COMPLEXITY of this woman's 


character was understood completely by 
Betty deGroh, who mastered every reac- 
tion identifiable with the eccentric school 
teacher 


The impact of the final scene where 


Jean Brodie's spirit is finally crushed 
was emotionally effective, successful be- 
cause of the continual high level of per- 
formance leading up to it. 


One motivation for Betty's perform- 


ance was an excellent supporting cast, 
particularly the Brodie girls, four stu- 
dents who idolize Miss Brodie and keep 
in close contact throughout their school- 
ing. They worked exceedingly well to- 
gether

(It is amazing to learn by reading the 


playbill that the Brodie girls, who were 
first introduced on stage as elementary 
grade school students, range in age in 
real life from 12 to the early twenties.) 


SANDY, THE MOST mature of the 


four girls who finally sees Jean Brodie 
for what she really is, a very selfish 


woman, was played by Gale Burnett, a 
drama graduate from Illinois Wesleyan. 


While none of the performances by the 


four girls went unnoticed, Gale perhaps 
had the more prominent role. Very in- 
telligent and knowledgeable, Sandy is the 
first to question Jean Brodie's motives, 
the first to search for the truth The in- 
decision she experiences and the growing 
up she is quickly forced to do was cor- 
rectly accentuated by Gale. 


Jenny, the beautiful one, was played 


by April Witt, a seventh grade student at 
South Junior High School. 


Kim Kaczor, an Elk Grove High School 


freshman, played Monica. 


MARY MACGREGOR, the shy self- 


conscious one of the group, was played

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How does a collection start? Some- 


times, out of simple necessity. Many 
years ago, poor and newly wed, we were 
in need of a set of dishes, and since we 
couldn't afford the fine china we admired 
in the shops, but didn't care for plastic, 
we decided to search for an older set in a 
second-hand store. 


One day, rummaging about in the back 


room of the local thrift shop, I came 
across a set of dishes, quite complete, 
missing only a few cups and in good con- 
dition, overlooking a few chips. In addi- 
tion to the plates, desserts, cups and 
saucers, the set contained a gravy boat, 
covered tureen, bone plates and even a 
coffee pot, about 80 pieces in all. It was 
of a peculiar smudgy deep blue color and 
had a lot of funny markings on the backs 
of the pieces. We thought about it and 
visited the store several times, and final- 
ly decided we would buy it. You didn't 
make a $25 decision lightly in those days. 


WE USED IT IN THE kitchen for a 


few years, and in the meantime, I caught 
a serious, permanent and incurable case 
of antique fever. That's when I dis- 
covered we had bought an entire set of 
English flow blue china for the price of a 
single covered tureen at the then going 
rate. The remaining good pieces were 
promoted from the kitchen cupboard to 
the china cabinet, and since then we 
have added to the collection, but never at 
such a bargain price. 


F l o w blue, or flown blue, or flowing 


blue (the tense is up to you), is so called 
because the color has blurred or "flown" 
during the firing, running into the white 
background and visible on the backs of 
the pieces.

of the 1890s variety, usually a floral pat- 
tern touched with gold. It is a semi-por- 


celain made by many English potters 
(and some American) and is usually well 
marked on the back with maker and pat- 
tern name. One of the most popular is 
Touraine, by Alcock of Cobridge, from 
1880 to 1900. 


THE EARLIER FLOW blue made in 


the Staffordshire district around 1825-1840 
usually had chinoiserie design 
and 


names such as Chapoo, Manila, Hong, 
etc. Many designs in the older china are 
reminiscent of the popular Blue Willow 
motif. 


Flow blue is a popular collectible and 


is still in good supply. A little crescent 
shaped bone dish makes a cute ash tray, 
and a cupboard-full is quite spectacular. 
The blue mixes well with many other col- 
ors and with other china. I recently saw 
an entire wall of flow blue plates in a 
dining room, against a background of 
pale French toile wallpaper. It "goes" 
Early American on a red checked table- 
cloth or formally elegant on a table cov- 
ered with an antique silk embroidered 
Chinese shawl.

Manderino said one student was ar- 


rested while carrying a couch taken 
from the college center "snake pit." 
Brought before the court, he was sen- 
tenced to 60 days in the Chicago House of 
Correction. 


All crimes on campus, he explained, 


are prosecuted just as thoroughly as off- 
campus crime. All state laws apply. 


Another problem area, he said, is the 


campus use of drugs. 


Three drug users a month are arrested 


on campus, Manderino said. 


UNFORTUNATELY, he added, the 


pushers are "still at large." He suspects 
that three to four students are the major 
campus source of drugs. 


These campus-use drugs, he explained, 


are mostly pills and some marijuana. 


Manderino said he is "compassionate" 


when a user is arrested. He said he con- 
siders the student. 


His attitude toward pushers is differ- 


ent 


"I don't know how to say it in nice 


language. I have no consideration for 
them in making an arrest. Just read 
them their rights and that's it." 


Other problem areas on campus, he 


said, are the parking lots and parking 
violations. 


AT THE BEGINNING of this semes- 


ter, an average of 50 to 60 summons a 
day were being issued, he said 


In March, this figure has fallen to 


about 10 summons daily. 


All summons (tickets) have to be paid 


— if there is a conviction — in the Pala- 
tine Circuit Court. 


Mandermo's campus security staff con- 


sists of five full-time men, four of whom 
have been trained at a police academy. 
One currently is completing such train- 
ing. 


There also are seven student cadets 


currently enrolled in the college's Law 
Enforcement career program. Two girls, 
both file clerks, round out the staff. 


His men carry handcuffs, but they're 


not armed. Manderino would like to 
have the men on the midnight patrol 
armed. To this time, he hasn't received 
permission for that. 


Manderino, 29, served as a uniformed 


patrolman for the Chicago Police De- 
partment for a year. He was promoted to 
detective and later worked as a juvenile 
officer. 


Before becoming campus security su- 


pervisor at Harper, he taught a juvenile 
delinquency course at the college.

'Relevancy' Enters Biology Class

Palatine High School 


No tests. No quizzes. No textbooks. 


And lots of people complain about how 
hard it is to get an A in the course. 


Social implications of biology, a new 


one-semester elective at Palatine High 
School, brings 45 seniors together in one 
room every day for a confrontation with 
the future of the human race. 


Wayne Browning of the Palatine sci- 


ence department and John Carlson of so- 
cial 
science 
are 
team-teaching 
the 


course, which examines the technological 
advances in biology of the present and 
near future in light of their effects on 
society. 


Relvancy to the student and his world 


is a key idea. As part of a unit on gen- 
etics, Carlson advised Barb Miller on 
marriage and family planning in a simu- 
lation of genetic counseling. 


Later in the same unit, students played 


senators and held subcommittee hearings 
to determine if a bill requiring steri- 
lization of all known carriers of Down's 
syndrome, the genetic defect which re 
suits In mongolism, should be intro- 
duced on the senate floor. 


WHILE STUDYING evolution, students 


counted floor tiles down the hall in set- 
ting up an evolutionary time line to dra- 
matize the short while man has actually 
lived on earth. 


Mimeographed handouts take the place 


of a textbook. Grading is on a contract 
basis; a student can pretty much deter- 
mine his own grade. 


Each nine-week grading period, in ad- 


dition to assigned class readings, a stu- 
dent can do book or magazine reports, 
radio, television, movie, speech or tape 
reviews, or other similar projects. They 
are marked either acceptable or unac- 
ceptable. 


Each project has a specified point val- 


ue which the student earns if his project 
is accepted. Unaccepted projects can be 
redone for credit. 


The system is no pushover. Most proj- 


ects are worth only one point, on the 10- 
point scale used to determine letter 


grades. 


BESIDES THE projects, each student 


is working, individually or in a small 
group, on a special semester project that 
will count as a fifth of the final course 
grade. 


Dave Lam, Steve Cunningham and Bob 


Bessler are designing an ecologically- 
balanced landscape for the high school 
itself as his project. Other groups of stu- 
dents are measuring air and water pollu- 
tion levels in Palatine. 


Some are putting together audio-visual 


programs on overpopulation and pollu- 
tion to show to community groups. Model 
city design, community surveys and 
term papers are project choices of oth- 
ers. 


Since the course was started in mid- 


January, the beginning of second semes- 
ter, students have also looked at popu- 
lation problems and birth control. Urban 


planning and living in space will be cov- 
ered in the next unit. 


Other course topics include organ 


transplants and freezing techniques, and 
germ and chemical warfare and other 
aspects of misused science. 


PLANS FOR THE course began two 


years ago when Browning attended a 
meeting in Philadelphia on the social im- 
plications of biology. 


Carlson already had been showing his 


interest in his classes of world geography 
and in taking students on canoe trips 
where they could observe man's pollut- 
ing ways. 


Last summer, both men attended an 


intensive two-week summer program on 
social implications of biology in Colora- 
do. Fifteen pairs of teachers from all 
parts of the country attended. They are 
invited back this summer for a follow-up 
session.

Birch Bayh (D), and North- 
western University's student body presi- 
dent, Eva Jefferson, called on Harper 
s t u d e n t s for "more personal in- 
volvement " 


Both spoke before students and guests 


in the college center. 


Bayh said' 
"We Americans have the ability to put 


our footsteps on the moon. We can trans- 
plant a human heart. 


"We have the ability. What we need 


now is the will to solve our problems." 


The Indiana legislator blamed "gener- 


ations of neglect" for current problems. 


ENDING THE Vietnamese war and re- 


ordering national priorities are two of 
Bayh's concerns. 


"We cannot have resources to solve 


problems outside our own doorstep as 
long as we stay in Vietnam," he told the 
crowd. 


"Every boy and girl in the United 


States should be given educational op- 
portunities from the age at which they 
can assimilate the experience." 


That age, he explained, could be 


younger than 4 or 5. 


Miss Jefferson stressed the Vietnamese 


war and a proposed "people to people" 
peace treaty. 


This treaty, drawn up between the

Under the Logan Act, individual 
citizens are barred from making diplo- 
matic deals with foreign nations.

What Makes Parents Beat Children?

Today it's a startling fact that one of 


the most common causes of childhood 
death is physical abuse by parents. 


What is it that drives parents to bru- 


tally beat their children almost to death? 


There is one fact that stands out, ac- 


cording to psychologists. It is that the 
child is unwapnted. In a typical situation, 
the father may look at the child as bur- 
densome and as another mouth to feed. 
The father may then severely beat the 


child just because it is there. 


In one case, a mother held her 6 year 


old daughter's hand in a gas flame for 
one miunute because she spilled her milk. 


ACCORDING TO Dr. Henry C. Kem- 


pe of the University of Colorado School 
of Medicine, in a one year period, out of 
149 maltreated children, 78 died and 114 
received permanent brain damage. 


In New York City last year, there were 


more than 5,000 cases of child abuse 
brought into children's court. The Chil- 


dren's Division of the American Humane 
Society reports that about one out of four 
"battered" children dies. 


In our area of Cook County, there are 


over 100 cases of child abuse each 
month. In the county hospital, about 10 
cases of child abuse are treated each 
day. 


A sad part of this problem is that 


many cases go unreported. And even 
when cases do go to court, the child often 
is returned to his parents because there 
is nowhere else for him to go.

Like any other fine art, rock music is 


developing into something far more com- 
plex than it was in its beginning. 


Rock has come a long way from the 


days of Bill Haley's "Rock Around the 
Clock" and the Beatles' "I Want To Hold 
Your Hand." 


Almost every type of music has been 


interwoven to produce this new type of 
sound. 


Great blues artists played for decades 


before their music was finally picked up 
by roek musicians. Songs written by 
Willie Dixon and Muddy Waters were re- 


vised and recorded by groups like 
Cream, Steppenwolf, Cold Blood and 
countless others. 


The "Granddaddy of English Blues," 


John Mayall, developed his own style of 
blues, learning from the old artists and 
teaching the new. Some of Mayall's pu- 
pils include Eric Clapton, Ginger Baker 
and the late Jimi Hendrix. 


THEN JAZZ ENTRED the picture. 
The Beatles' "Lady Madonna," re- 


leased in the middle 1960s, had a dis- 
tinctive jazz influence. 


Bands like Blood, Seat, and Tears; 


Jethro Tull; and Chicago are based on 
jazz. 


In 1965, Bob Dylan introduced the 


country influence to rock with his "John 
Wesly Harding" album. Crosby, Stills, 
Nash and Young; Tom Rush, Elton John 
and many others now have country fla- 
vor to their music. 


All of these types of music, combined 


with San Francisco-based "acid rock" 
and earlier folk music, have evolved into 
the rock of the 1970s. 


Not only has the music branched out 


but also the musicians. Gone are the 
days of four or five-member groups. Now 
the members of earlier bands are drift- 
ing into mass participation and solo al- 
bums. 


A good example of this is the recent 


album "Blows Against the Empire" by 


Paul Kantner. David Crosby, Grahm 
Nash, Jerry Garcia and eight other musi- 
cians along with Jefferson Airplane 
helped Kantner. 


Rock musicians are a closely knit 


group Almost any new rock album out 
today will include musicians from a 
number of bands. 


Perhaps this state of change and drift- 


ing among musicians can be summed up 
by ex-Creedence Clearwater Revival 
rhythm-guitarist Tom Fogarty: 


"It just dawned on me that whatever 


talent I have, I must develop on my own. 
I'm 29 and soon I'll be 30. Then no one 
will talk to me and I won't know where 
it's at!"

ctor Says

Dear Dr. Lamb — 


How do you feel about feeding babies egg 
yolks as is recommended in some baby 
diest by baby doctors? And, is that de- 
licious chicken skin harmful when eaten 
consistently? Is it classified as a satu- 
rated fat? Would you also comment on 
bacon fat in connection with this? 


Dear Reader — I don't get worked up 


about feeding babies egg yolks. Babies 
and very young children often are able to 
eat things we don't recommend for 
adults. Children as a group tend to have 
low cholesterol values, although there 
are some exceptions. I think Ihe reason 
for this is that most growing children are 
using a lot of their calories for new mus- 
cles, bones and general body growth 


The thing to guard against in children 


is childhood obesity. This sets a pattern 
for life. The obese child often builds 
more fat cells and it will make con- 
trolling body fat more difficult in the 
adult years. 


Yes, that chicken skin does contain a 


lot of fat, even before cooking Only 
about one-fourth is polyunsaturated fat 
while nearly one-third is saturated. The 
rest is technically called mono-saturated 
fat, which isn't thought to be so good ei- 
ther from a health standpoint. Of course, 
if the chicken is fried in a polyunsatu- 
rated fat, like safflower oil or corn oil, 
the amount of fat and the portion that is 
polyunsaturated goes up. 


All fats have many calories. To control 


the amount of fat in your diet, the best 
approach is to eliminate the skin. In- 
cidentally, the white meat has about 
one-half as much fat as the dark meat. 


Fryer chickens have much less fat 


than hens and roasters A whole pound of 
fryer chicken breast has only 394 ca- 
lories. Less than 9 grams (about 80 ca- 
lories) is fat. A pound of thighs has 435 
calones and 19 grams of fat. A pound of 
ready-to-cook roaster chicken has 791 ca- 
lories and 59 grams of fat. It pays to 
know this when you are shopping if you 
really want to decrease fat in the diet 
effectively. 


A pound of bacon has over 3,000 ca- 


lories and 314 grams of fat. About one- 
third of this is saturated fat and less 
than 10 per cent is polyunsaturated fat.

something. It's an experience you never 
forget. When you win the state tourney in 
Illinois, you know you've reached the 
highest ideal of hundreds of teams and 
thousands of players. 


This 64th edition of the Illinois finals 


also represents something special, a final 
appearance of the one-class system. The 
uniqueness of the Illinois series has al- 
ways been that one tourney structure ap- 
plied to all schools, regardless of size. 


Illinois, for the last time unless another 


vote is taken throughout the state, will 
crown a true champion, the best of the 
big and small schools. Something will be 
missing next year when there's a split 
according to enrollment. 


But that's next year. Right now every- 


body is concerned with the 1971 tourna- 
ment that begins today at the University 
of Illinois, on a campus alive with the 
excitement of this basketball extrav- 
aganz. 


How does the field shape up? What 


should you look for as you watch the fi- 
nals unfold on television, or if you're 
lucky enough, witness the spectacular in 
person? 


As a guide to help you watch the state 


finals, I've talked to the coaches in- 
volved, carefully examined the season 
and tourney performances, the strengths 
and weaknesses, and have come up with 
these brief scouting reports and some 
predictions. 


OAK LAWN VS. BENTON 


12:15 p.m. Friday 


A tremendous opener! Winner is a 


good bet to march into the championship 
game. 


There wasn't much said about Oak 


Lawn during the regular season, but ev- 
eryone has heard about the streaking 
Spartans now. 


"They talked about our easy schedule 


before the tourney began," says Oak 
Lawn coach Len Scaduto, "but after 
beating Hinsdale Central, LaGrange, 
Proviso East, St. Patrick and New Trier 
East, I don't think they can say much 
now." 


Oak Lawn figured to be a team that 


would get hot at the end of the season. 
Brilliant C. J. Rupee, a 6-g, 225-pound 
center, was the only boy returning with 
experience, and that admittedly is a big 
plus, but the Spartan needed the game 
time to start working together. They lost 
to Wheaton North and Blue Island Eisen- 
hower early. 


"I can't say enough about Kupec," 


praises Scaduto of Us All-Stater, who 
was also a football standout. "He's in- 
telligent (19th in a class of 544) ... has 
rhythm . . . and timing. He's a great 
outside shot too. Just a great kid. 


"But we're not a one man team al- 


though the other four regulars had never 
started a varsity game before this sea- 
son. Bocinsky (Jim) came through with 
those 33 against St. Patrick and has been 
fantastic in this drive. He's our outside 
threat, 
and

in 


Champaign, and on television, will see 
him make some of the finest moves to 
the basket of anyone down there." 


Brett Arnold is a strong rebounder for 


Oak Lawn, and Bob Carr is their best 
defensive player. Tommy Dubetz is the 
playmaker, the quarterback. For physi- 
cal size, Oak Lawn is tough to beat. 
Their front-liners go 225, 210, and 205. 


Bat Kupec is the key man for this club 


which has won 19 straight games. C. J. is 
averaging 24 points and 13 rebounds. He 
is an exceptional dribbler for (4, and 
there isn't a faster big guy around. He 
reminds me of Dan Issel, who prepped at 
Batavia, starred at Kentucky, a&d now is 
an ABA standout. 


"Were going down there to win it all," 


emphasizes Benton Coach Rich Herrin, 
whose club has won 43 of its last 45 
games. "I know there are seven other 
teams who feel the same way, but I think 
this is our year." 


The big question about Benton is their 


competition under tourney pressure in 
the drive to Champaign. They haven't 
played in the pressure-cooker that Oak 
Lawn has been through. 


And because of performances in recent 


years, when they were also highly re- 
garded, there is some question about just 
how good Benton's area is compared to 
the Chicago south suburbs. 


Benton had some laughers in getting to 


Champaign, winning 17-25 and 78-44 in 
t w o games, 
but never trailed in 


beating a decent Nashville club, 66-52, in 
the Super-Sectional 


Benton's strength is its size — and its 


balance. They boast two 6-7 front-liners 
and exceptional scoring balance. Dave 
Lockin, a senior center, had 21 in the win 
over Nashville, and the Rangers domi- 
nated the boards, but Jimmy Semaski, 
another 6-7 youngster, also can put that 
ball in the hoop. Senior guard Dennis 
Smith runs the club. 


Benton has only one loss, a 74-72 deti-

BOYLAN VS. LANPHIER

Welcome back, Dolph. How do you do 


it? 


Rockford Boylan's Dolph Stanley, who 


is the first coach in Illinois to take five 
different schools to the Sweet Sixteen, 
gives the state finals one of its most in- 
teresting stories. 


Stanley was forced into mandatory re- 


tirement last year at Rockford Auburn 
when he reached his 65th birthday. That 
was a public school, and Boylan didn't 
have such a rule. End of retirement. 


"It's been a struggle trying to get 


these kids to think they're good," says 
Stanley, who has won over 800 games in 
his career. "We're not big, nor are they 
the greatest ball-handlers in the world. 
But they follow instructions very well, 
and what they lack in size, they make up 
for in intelligence, cleverness, and quick- 
ness." 


Boylan is a feisty, aggressive team 


that can, and has, played all kinds of 
games and defenses, adjusting to the sit- 
uation. They started fast this year, slow- 
ed down in league play, but surged at 
tourney time. 


"The secret of coaching is picking re- 


sponsible personnel," says Stanley. "It is 
important that a young man be of good 
Christian character with respect for ev- 
erything around him, including the oppo- 
nents. You can't play with jugheads or 
loafers." 


Mark Lotzer shares the team's scoring 


burden with Tim Groeninger in Boylan's 
three-guard offense, but Jim Roddy is 
the floor leader. Boylan was 6-17 last 
year before Stanley took over. 


Springfield Lanphier has 18 wins in its 


last 21 games with a Super-Sectional con- 
quest of Peoria Woodruff. 


They like to run and shoot, firing in 


over 100 points in three February games, 
and they've topped 80 in 14 games this 
winter. 


Lanphier reached the Elite Eight by 


dumping so-so Woodruff, and they'll have 
to play a lot better if they want to ad- 
vance in Champaign. 


"It too me until the fourth quarter 


Tuesday to realize that we had to go into 
a 2-3 zone to stop them up the middle," 
says Lober. "Once we made the switch 
we not only stopped the first pass into 
the middle, but we improved our re- 
bounddng tremendously." 


Lanphier isn't a great team, but they 


wear opponents down. Veterans Rufus 
Green (6-1) and Jimmy Kopatz (6-1) lead 
the scoring with around 20 per game 
with Eric Moore, just 8-2, pulls down 13 
rebounds and scores 14 for each outing.

"Four of these kids have been varsity 


regulars for three years," says coach 
Em Undbeck, most valuable football and 
baseball player at the University of Illi- 
nois in the mid-1950s. 


"I know people may not have heard 


much of him, but just watch this Tommy 
Smith, our 6-4 center. He scores a lot of 
points on tips and short jumpers but he 
can hit from out. He's not a back-to-the- 
basket player. He's still growing and 
should end up around 6-5. He jumps like 
he's 6-8 now." 


Smith is averaging 23 points and 16 


rebounds, Gary Hill —16 points, and Don 
Harvey and Tom Miller (a doubtful start- 
er because of a throat infection) 15 each. 


In Wednesday's Herald we ran a list of 


the top career scorers for the area with 
15 scoring 800 or more. That's for an 
entire area. Kewanee has four regulars 
on this current team with 800 or more 
career points! 


And then there's Thornridge, highly 


ranked all year. 


"I knew we'd have a pretty good team 


this year," admits head coach Ron Fer- 
guson, "but I am a little surprised by 
what we've done. Bnckner (All-Stater 
Quinn) was just great as a soph. With a 
kid like that coming back, you've got to 
be good. 


"Then again, our sophomore teams

The Falcons like to press at full or half 


court and they used it to seize control of 
Friday's big win over Joliet Central.

PARIS VS. DANVILLE

Unbeaten Paris will have a lot of fans 


in this 64th Illinois tournament. They're 
unbeaten, they're big, but there's still a 
question on their overall schedule. 


"We have to guard against mistakes 


because we know Danville is quick and 
strong," says Paris coach Brett Brown, 
who has already announced his desire to 
leave the high school ranks. 


Paris obviously knows how to cut down 


on turnovers. They only lost the ball 
three times without a shot in a sectional 
win over Robinson, and they played an 
exceptional game Tuesday in crushing 
Granite City, 77-48. 


Paris is big with four of the five start- 


ers at 6-4 or better. Reminds me of the 
Cobden Appleknockers of 1964. 


Tucker is the key to their hopes. This 


6-6 senior is a pleasant farm boy in the 
mold of Jerry Sloan of the Chicago Bulls, 
when Sloan was a prep at McLeansboro, 
111. 


Tucker and his family still live and

Tucker got in foul trouble in the sec-

Tuesday, Tucker didn't have any foul 
problems — and had 27 points. 


Danville comes into this game with 16

Evans was scho- 
lastically ineligible for the first semester 
but has come back to pace this charge 
into the Elite Eight.

Tuesday in a 62-61 Super-Sectional win 
over a fine Normal team. 


Danville plays a tenacious defense with 


fierce rebounding. They're physically 
strong and if they shoot well, they can 
beat anyone. They pick up a lot of gar- 
bage baskets against most opponents al- 
though a taller Paris team could give 
them trouble. 


The Vikings have an extremely quick- 


reacting front-line in Evans, 6-2 Henry 
Cunningham and 6-5 Dean March. And 
they're mature. Evans is almost 19, and 
March will be 19 in the fall. 


Quarterbacking the Danville basketball 


team is Rick Christian, an All-State foot- 
ball quarterback. He's a tremendous 
floor leader, a real heady kid.

I've liked the way this 
Danville club has been progressing, and 
although they're not as tall as Paris, 
they're so physically strong that they 
should be able to hit the board.s As a 
fan, I like Paris, but as someone exam- 
ining the field, I have to go with Dan- 
ville, 68-63.

My 12:15 Saturday matchup has Oak 


Lawn meeting Springifeld Lanphier. I 
can't pick against Oak Lawn in this one 
with their size and C. J. although light- 
ning-fast Lanphier could pose an inter- 
esting challenge. Look for Kupec to score

Gibson stops there a moment. He 


thinks, then savs 


"And 
I don't think I'll ever be able to 


achieve that." 


Inside, it kills Bob Gibson to have to 


•ay that. HP isn't used to quitting any- 
thing br dnri. He won't quit trying to 
achieve that one thing he wants, but 
being black, he really wonders whether 
ke has • chance. 


There are those who can live with in- 


justices and learn to tolerate or under- 
stand it Bob Gibson can not. No matter 
how tired he 1s, no matter how frustrated 
he is, he'll always stand up and fight 
back 


For this reaction, actually a perfectly 


normal one. Gibson has been branded a 
baseball militant. Sometimes that word 
"militant" makes me laugh. 


"I've never had the word satisfactorily 


explained to me Do I resent being called 
militant^ If they mean I'm aggressive, I 


agree. I say. yes, I'm aggressive. Not 
pushy 
though, except about certain 


things." 


What things? 
"Hnman rights," Gibson says. "That's 


where I'm aggressive and even pushy. I 
think that's what they mean wbe« they 
call me militant." 


Among the Cardinal players, Bob Gib- 


son probably has the best sense of hu- 
mor. 
He's forever playing little jokes, 


pasting things up on the other guy's lock- 
er and seeing something funny in situ- 
ations where others can't. 


Those who know Gibson best, his own 


teammates, tell you nobody is more fun 
to be around and nobody has a way of 
being able to keep them looser than he 
has, but if you don't know him and 
jump to quick conclusions you figure this 
man has his battle gear already packed 
and 1s just itching to start another war. 


Bob Gibson knows how some people re- 


gard him. 


"I have a reputation for not con- 


forming to what they think I should be 
like," he says. "Their impression of a 
nice black guy is one who shuffles his 
feet, scratches his head, and says 


Yes. sir, boss, yes, sir.' The people 


who feel that way are red-necks. They'll 
never listen to your side of it. Yon try to 
tell them and all they do is shake their 
heads and say 'I don't believe that.' 
Well, it just so happens to be true wheth- 
er they believe it or not." 


The adjective you can apply best to 


Gibson is "consistent." He applies it to 
himself. No matter how much he's dis- 
turbed by certain problems inside or out- 
side baseball, he never really quits try- 
ing to solve them in his own character- 
istic way. 


"Different people have different values 


in this game." he says. "Some guys want 
to do this; some want to do that; some 
want to go into the Hall of Fame. I won- 
der if it's really Important to me to get 
in there. I know this much — it's not one 
of my foremost thoughts." 


Bob Gibson, you come to understand, 


is aiming for something a little higher 
than the Hall of Fame.

solve the commerical problem, 
because both the networks and 
the Federal Communications 
Commission do not seem to 
want to work out a sensible 
compromise. 


On 
the 
one 
hand, 
the 


networks want to pile as many 
commercials as possible 
together 
by 
breaking into 


programs on a frequent basis. 


On the other hand, the FCC 


punishes TV by taking away 
cigarette 
revenue and 
by 


investigating other ways it can 
take away commercial time in 
such areas as toys and political 
commercials. 


So you have the networks 


who 
will not exercise 


self-discipline 
and the FCC 


which seems to want to harm 
broadcasters rather than trying 
to work out compromises with 
them. 


I don't know whether the 


European plan would work, 
but 1 do know 
that such 


sponsors 
as 
HALLMARK 


CARDS, 
which 
sponsors 


specials with very, very few 
commercial breaks, have been 
very successful in building up 
high product recognition and 
prestige. Maybe more sponsors 
should explore this route. 


In fact, James Stewart and 


James Garner, who will be on 
NBC this fall in their own 
series, 
will have just one 


sponsor apiece. 


Perhaps this is a hopeful sign 


to ending "clutter" on the air.

Representatives of the Forest View

The subdivision, built by The Branigar 


Organization before the incorporation of 
Elk Grove Village in 1966, is surrounded 
by the Village at Ridge and Woodview 
avenues. Laurel Street, and Landmeier 
Road. It has about 127 homes on 90 
acres. 


LeRoy Jones, president, of the Citizen 


Action Committee, said yesterday that 
about 20 residents are expected to attend 
the hearing though he has already filed a 
written objection with the court. 


He contends that Wesley Kentzel, pres- 


ident of the homeowners association, 
does not have agreement from 50 per 
cent of the eligible voters and property 
owners. 


Jones said that Kentzel, in filing a peti- 


tion 
for anexation, 
has "misrepre- 


sented" the homeowners. 


Kentzel said yesterday that, "Most of

the people know I didn't misrepresent 
them but have probably had a change of 
heart." 


He added that he thought the hearing 


will be continued. 


If the court rules the petition filed by 


Kentzel is valid the judge will require 
that it be submitted to Elk Grove Village 
officials for annexation consideration. 


Kentzel has said that annexation will 


cost the homeowners about $3,600 each 
while Jones has said it will cost more 


like $7,000 to $8,000 each over a 10-year 
period. 


Most of the cost of annexation will be 


used for improvements the village is re- 
quiring of the subdivision in order to 
make it conform to the rest of the com- 
munity. These improvements include wa- 
ter hydrants and mains, widened streets, 
street repairs, curbs, gutters, 
street 


lights, and sidewalks.

More School Funds Sought for Suburbs 
Board Supports State-Aid Change 


by JUDY MEHL 


A proposed hill in the Illinois House of 


Representatives which would change the 
state-aid formula to provide more funds 
for suburban school districts is being 
supported by the Elementary School 
Dist. 59 board of education. 


The board will be writing letters to lo- 


cal state representatives and contacting 
them personally, according to a decision 
made at the last board meeting on Mon- 
day. 


Under the proposed formula local 


taxes paid to Dist. 59 would be decreased 
as the funds distributed by the state 
would be increased. 


Dist. 59 includes the Elk Grove Town- 


ship portions of Elk Grove Village, 
Mount Prospect, Arlington Heights, and 
Des Plaines. 


THE BILL, SPONSORED by Rep. Wil- 


liam D. Walsh, R-LaGrange, was in- 
troduced into the House Jan. 26 and is 
presently in the House Elementary and 
Secondary Education Committee. 


It is an attempt to eliminate the in- 


equality in state aid to dual school dis- 
tricts, and unit districts. In unit districts 
elementary and high schools in one area 
operate under the same school board and 


tax rate for grades one through 12. Dist. 
59 is a dual district — grades one 
through eight. 


The two separate tax rates for ele- 


mentary and high schools total more 
than the rate of a unit district, yet the 
students get less benefit from the money, 
complain advocates of the new bill. 


Such advocates have formed Dual-Unit 


Equality (DUE), an organization that 
proposes to equalize the state aid for- 
mulas of dual unit districts and will 
serve as an action and lobbying group to 
seek legislative approval of the bill. 


Under the proposed formula Dist. 59 


would get a "considerable" increase in 
state funds, according to Arthur Perry, 
assistant 
superintendent 
of adminis- 


trative services, although he has not yet 
computed the exact amount that the 
change would provide, he said it would 
be in the hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. 


LOCAL TAXPAYERS are currently 


providing these funds rather than the 
state. 


More than three-fourths of the school 


districts in Illinois now operate under the 


unit system, as do the Chicago Public 
Schools. The districts in the Cook County 
suburbs, with two exceptions, operate as 
dual districts. 


Although dual districts can change to 


unit districts, it would be difficult for 
many suburban districts with their high 
growth rates. Unit districts do not allow 
as much bonding power that is necessary 
to build schools.

She said it would be doing a "disservice 
to allow a development of this intensity 
before facilities are available."

Two Villages Objecting 
To Heights Incorporation 


Two villages have filed objections to 


the proposed incorporation of the City of 
Prospect Heights and two groups of 
homeowners may file objections today. 


This is the last day that objections 


may

proposed in- 


corporation of the new city. 


The Village of Wheeling filed objec- 


tions yesterday and the Village of Arling- 
ton Heights filed its objections Monday. 


A hearing will be held by the Cook 


County Circuit Court March 24 to review 
a petition filed by the leaders of the 
Prospect Heights Improvement Associ- 
ation (PHIA) which represents the "old 
town" area west of Wolf Road. 


THE PHIA PETITION calls for in- 


corporation of an area of less than four 
square miles. It includes open farm land 
north of Palatine Road m unincorporated 
Arlington Heights, in addition to a por- 
tion of the Pal-Waukee Airport and 
apartment developments north of Old 
Willow Road in unincorporated Wheeling. 
Areas of the unincorporated community 
now called Prospect Heights are also in- 
cluded. 


W h e e l i n g ' s objections to the in- 


corporation were filed by village atty. 
Paul Hamor 


Wheeling's Village Board had voted 


Monday to file the objections, but had 
refujwd to discuss the objections until af- 
ter they were filed. 


HAMKR EXPLAINED that Wheeling 


is charging that since the proposed city 
lies within a mile of the Wheeling village 
boundaries, Wheeling should have been 
consulted on the incorporation. 


Moreover, he said. Wheeling charges 


that the proposed boundaries are not a 
contiguous territory because they contain 
a strip or corridor of land used to ac- 
quire the apartment parcels on the east. 


WHEELING'S OBJECTIONS charge 


that the territory is larger than the max- 
imum of 4 square miles allowed by the 
statute, and that the required minimum 
number of persons (7,500) don't live in 
the area. 


Hamer also said the objections allege 


that the petition does not include figures 
on the exact number of persons who do 
live in the area and that it does net spec- 
ify whether the propose! city lies within 
a mile of a municipality.

Object To Proposed City 


Attorneys for a group of 16 farmers in 


unincorporated Arlington Heights plan to 
file an objection today to the proposed 
incorporation of the City of Prospect 
Heights. 


Members of the group, called "Pal- 


Windy-Schoenbeck," are landowners of 
270 acres north of Palatine Road, west of 
Schoenbeck Road and east of Windy 
Lane. 


According to a group spokesman, who 


wishes to remain anonymous, the group 
met for the first time at a meeting called 
by Jack Gilligan, a leader of the group 
petitioning for incorporation. "After the 
meeting we decided almost unanimously 
to object to the proposed incorporation." 


"They are trying to pull the same 


thing on us that they don't like Wheeling 
pulling on them," said the farmer. "They 
are grabbing our land." 


The group's spokesman said the 270 


acres includes three nurseries, a green- 
house, several truck farms and several 
grain farms. "We want to stay, fanners 
and have no desire at this time to belong 
to a municipality. When we do decide to 
annex to a municipality, we want the 
choice to be ours. We are now one mile 
from the boundaries of both Wheeling 
and Arlington Heights.

The village also claims that the pro- 


posed incorporation violates Wheeling's 
comprehensive plan because sewer and 
water systems for the village lie within 
the area proposed for the new city. 


Hamer said, for example, the village 


would be unable to provide sewer and 
water to the 40-acre apartment devel- 
opment south of St. Alphonsus Catholic 
Church if the incorporation boundaries 
proposed were allowed. 


HE EXPLAINED that in order for the 


PHIA to be successful in getting an in- 
corporation referendum, "They've got to 
comply with the statutes and they have 
to prove that they do comply." 


The Wheeling objections and those 


filed by the Village of Arlington Heights 
were similar. 


James Soble, acting village attorney 


for Arlington Heights, filed that village's 
objections Monday. 


Arlington Heights' objections point out 


that although the new city is within a 
mile of Arlington Heights, Mount Pros- 
pect and Wheeling, none of the three vil- 
1 a g e s were consulted on the in- 
corporation. 


The Arlington Heights objections also 


charge that the incorporation petition 
contains an insufficient description of the 
boundaries of the new city. The in- 
corporation petition is not signed by the 
required number of electors in the area 
proposed as the new city, Soble said. 


CERTAIN CONSTITUTIONAL ques- 


tions about the filing of the incorporation 
petition are also questioned in the Arling- 
ton Heights objections, Solbe said. 


Residents living along a portion of In- 


digo Lane and Indigo Court in the Euclid 
Lake Association may also file objections 
today. In preliminary balloting members

The attorneys representing the group

The farmers are also objecting, ac- 


cording to McLennan, because they be- 
lieve "the Prospect Heights group is pri- 
marily proposing a city in name only. 

And they are 
likely to raise taxes but provide only a 
few services. 


"In additiion the boundaries of the city 


cut through the middle of a 160 acre 
farm located at the northwest corner of 
P a l a t i n e and Schoenbeck roads," 
McLennan said. "We feel this is grossly 
unjust."

Fire Alarm Issue Apparently Settled 


Buffalo Grove Fire Chief Wayne Win- 


ter and Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill 
apparently settled their differences over 
the fire alarm systems in Dist. 21 schools 
in Buffalo Grove. 


Winter had charged last Friday that

the fire department has no way of know- 
ing there is a fire unless it is reported by 
telephone. 


Gill described his Wednesday meeting

GILL SAID the reason the alarms 


haven't been hooked up is that it is an 
expensive operation.

Evaluation 
Eyed For 2 
Area Surveys 


Preliminary results have been obtain- 


ed from surveys completed by the "Jus- 
tice Under the Law" and the "Drug Use 
and Drug Abuse" citizens' ocmmittees in 
Dist. 21. 


Gene Elmore of Buffalo Grove, chair- 


man of the "Drug Use and Drug Abuse" 
committee, said a survey developed to 
determine what the community would 
like in a drug abuse curriculum has 
been completed by 200 people in Dist. 21. 


"The results as to how the community 


feels are not conclusive," Elmore said. 
"However, there does seem to be a great 
awareness of the problem and an interest 
in seeing some sort of drug abuse pro- 
gram offered in the schools," Elmore 
said. 


ELMORE SAID THAT the drug abuse 


questionnaires will be distributed next 
week in all Dist. 21 schools in Wheeling, 
Buffalo Grove, Prospect Heights and Ar- 
lington Heights during 
teacher-parent 


conferences at the schools. 


Parents will be asked to complete the 


questionnaire and return it to the school, 
Elmore said. 


He said that the committee hopes that 


between 2,000 and 3,000 people will fill 
out the questionnaires. 


"Then we will evaluate them. The larg- 


er sampling should give us some direc- 
tion. We hope to obtain honest and sin- 
cere answers. The committee feels that 
before a drug abuse program is started, 
a survey must be taken to see how ev- 
eryone in the community feels. Then we 
can develop some recommendations for 
the school board." 
Elmore added that the committee has 
also met with the Dist 21 teachers com- 
mittee that is developing a drug abuse 
program. 


He said that the citizens' committee is 


spending a lot of time with the project, 
because it is a sensitive subject. 


"WE HAVE TO PROCEED carefully. 


It's like being on a ship that has a hole in 
the bottom. Drug abuse programs that 
have been recommended for other school 
districts may not work in Wheeling and 
Buffalo Grove." 


Shirley Mueller of Wheeling, chairman 


of the "Justice Under the Law" com- 
mittee, said essays written by student 
volunteers in Dist. 21 schools demon- 
strate that "Kids want to learn more 
about the law." 


Mrs. Mueller said the essays were 


written by students in the sixth, seventh 
and eighth grades throughout the dis- 
trict. The students were asked to give 
their suggestions on what should be 
taught to younger children about, the law, 
Mrs. Mueller said. 


"The conclusion was that the kids real- 


ly do want law taught in school in the 
tower grades. They particularly stressed 
that laws about theft and drugs and the 
penalities of breaking these laws should 
be taught in school. We feel a lot of these 
kids were projecting what they had 
missed in these areas in their essays." 


Mrs. Mueller said that committee 


members were "happy" with the results. 
She added that the essays will be further 
examined by Richard Wynn, director of 
research for Dist. 21, before the com- 
mittee submits final suggestions to the 
school board. 


A survey to learn the feelings of adults

It is an attempt to eliminate the in- 


equality in state aid to dual school dis- 
tricts, and unit districts In unit districts 
elementary and high schools in one area 
operate under the same school board and 
tax rate for grades one through 12 Dist 
59 is a dual district — grades one 
through eight 


The two separate tax rates for ele- 


mentary and high schools total more 
than the rate of a unit district, yet the 
students get less benefit from the money, 
complain advocates of the new bill 


Such advocates have formed Dual-Unit 


Equality (DUE), an organization that 
proposes to equalize the state aid for- 
mulas of dual unit districts and will 
serve as an action and lobbying group to 
seek legislative approval of the bill 


Under the proposed formula Dist 59 


would get a "considerable" increase in 
state funds, according to Arthur Perry, 
assistant 
superintendent 
of adminis- 


trative services, although he has not yet 
computed the exact amount that the 
change would provide, he said it would 
be in the hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. 


LOCAL TAXPAYERS are currently 


providing these funds rather than the 
state 


More than three-fourths of the school 


districts in Illinois now operate under the 
unit system, as do the Chicago Public 
Schools The districts in the Cook County 
suburbs, with two exceptions, operate as 
dual districts 


Although dual districts can change to 


unit districts, it would be difficult for 
many suburban districts with their high 
growth rates Unit districts do not allow 
as much bonding power that is necessary 
to build schools

Schaumburg PTA Hears Drug Talk 


by NANCY COWGER 


Two clean, neatly dressed, 
calmly 


speaking teenagers Tuesday night told 
how they had begun using drugs, and 
progressed to the point where one nearly 
died and the other was on file with po- 
lice 


They spoke before the Helen Keller Ju- 


nior High School PTA in Schaumburg 


The speakers, John Courshon, 18, and 


Marcia Memoli. 17, are residents of 
Gateway House in Lake Villa, a non-prof- 
it Chicago based organization staffed 
completely by former drug users It was 
established in 19M as a live-in center for 
users to help them get off drugs, and 
now has two Chicago locations plus the 
one in Lake Villa Their total population 
is 140 persons, ranging in age from 15 to 
61 years 


Residents live completely in the cen- 


trr* for at least the first eight months 
after they go to a Gateway House, the 
teenagers said They have jobs, and each 
resident participates in therapy and 
seminar discussion groups, where they 
explore feelings and problems they face 
currently or which may have led to their 
drug use 


In their second phase of residency, the 


former users still live in the house, but 
work or go to school on the outside. They 
still participate in the discussion groups 
but are given more freedom. The third 
phase is for persons living elsewhere, 
who must report back to the house regu- 
larly 


There are three cardinal rules at the 


houses, John said No chemicals of any 
kind are allowed on the premises, no 
physical 
violence is permitted, and 


threats of physical violence are prohi- 
bited Persons may say anything they 
want to during the therapy or seminar 
sessions, and are encouraged to air any 
feelings of hostility toward each other or 
persons outside

Gas Station Zone 
Hearing Delayed 


A suit over zoning for a gas station on 


the northwest corner of Milwaukee Ave- 
nue and Strong Street in Wheeling was 
continued until May 3 at a hearing yes- 
terday. 


Wheeling Village Atty. Paul Hamer 


said the continuance was granted at the 
request of the plaintiff's attorney. 


The suit was brought against the vil- 


lage last fall by Arthur and Mildred 
Sheridan. 


They charge that the village's refusal 


to rezone the property for a gas station is 
"arbitrary, discriminatory, and unrea- 
sonable." The village removed gas sta- 
tion zoning from the property in 1969 af- 
ter an abandoned station stood vacant on 
the land for four years. The village has 
refused to reinstitute the zoning despite a 
request by the owner to build a new 
Clark Oil Co. station on the site. 


Gateway House when his parents learned 
what he was doing, and told him to leave 
their home and go there or "anywhere 
else" he wanted to go, he said.

Marcia, who said she started using 


marijuana in November, 1969, got her 
drugs from her boyfriend and his ac- 
quaintances. She did not get along with 
her mother, she said, and was "very re- 
bellious" against anything other people 
wanted her to do. When police arrested 
friends of her who gave them her name, 
Marcia and her mother were called to 
police headquarters. The policeman that 
interrogated her was a supporter of 
Gateway House, and suggested she go 
there. She visited the center. "I didn't 
want to go. It was a nuthouse. They were 
all heroin addicts," she said. But her 
mother gave her an ultimatum. Go to 
Gateway House or be locked in her room 
constantly. She went, and has stayed al- 
most 10 months. 


NEITHER 
TEENAGER now uses 


drugs, and they both said they had 
changed their outlook on life completely. 
They are doing well in school, they said, 
and are anxious to continue improve- 
ment Both reported improved relation- 
ships with their parents. They said the 
confrontations at Gateway House in the 
discussion groups were 90 per cent re- 
sponsible for their changes. 


In a question session, the approximate- 


ly 150 persons in the audience asked why 
the teens had started on drugs, if phy- 
chological problems are related to drug 
use, and how to deal with the problem 
locally. Both John and Marcia said they 
felt their parents had given them too 
much freedom, explaining they did not 
recommend stringent rules, but some pa- 
rental control. Parents should be friends 
to their children, not power figures, said 
John. 


They said they had no solutions to the 


drug problem, except for adults to try to 
build understanding between themselves 
and their children, to admit that they 
also have problems, and to be good ex- 
amples to their children. Drug users can- 
not be helped unless they recognize use 
as a problem, they said.

The village accepted the land for the

According to village officials, the former 
engineer told them the village owned the 
land, but in reality the village only had 
an option to purchase it. 


THE QUESTION of public-use land in 


the Lake County section of the village 
was brought to light at a Stathmore 
Homeowners Association meeting last 
Friday. At the meeting, the group's 
schools committee revealed through a re- 
port that, in effect, the Strathmore area 
school site was traded for the deed to the 
land that the sewerage treatment plant 
was being built on. 


The report also disclosed two existing 


public use sites in the area were smaller 
than called for in the original annexation 
agreement. A meeting will be held be- 
tween the homeowners and the village 
board tonight at 7 p.m. to discuss the 
public-use land situation. 


When questioned by the Herald about 


the discrepancy Armstrong said, "what 
had gone on prior to my getting on the 
village board, I had no control of." 


The village board approved the plans 


for the area in which the public-use sites 
are located in May of 1968 Armstrong 
was elected to the board in April of 1969.

Residents of the Strathmore and Bal- 


lentrae sections of Buffalo Grove mas 
find cloudiness in then- tap water, begin- 
ning Monday when village well number 
two is tied into the water system, Village 
Pres. Donald Thompson said yesteday. 


However, Thompson emphasized that 


the condition is "in no way harmful. We 
tested the water from the well and it is 
clear," Thompson said. 


According to Thompson the cloudiness 


will result from several operations neces- 
sary to "balance the system" between 
village well number one. Thompson said 
he was advised that the condition might 
exist by the village engineers. 


"WE WILL BE OPENING and closing 


valves and using lines that we never 
used before. Before we open the lines, we 
use Chlorine to clean them out. The chlo- 
rine has a tendency to settle and it takes 


many days for it to be washed out," 
Thompson explained. 


He estimated that the cloudy condition 


should last about one month. During that 
time the water will be tested every other 
day by public works officials. 


"People with water softeners probably 


won't even notice it," Thompson said. 


Well number two, located on Arlington 


Heights Road, was built with funds from 
the sale of $4 million in revenue bonds. 
Part of the bond money was used to buy 
the Buffalo Utility Co. and the rest ear- 
marked for improvements in the entire 
system. 


Thompson said with the construction of 


well number two, "we would anticipate 
no problems this summer." Last sum- 
mer the village experienced a severe wa- 
ter shortage. 


committee, said a survey developed to 
determine what the community would 
like in a drug abuse curriculum has 
been completed by 200 people in Dist.

The committee feels that 
before a drug abuse program is started, 
a survey must be taken to see how ev- 
eryone in the community feels. Then we 
can develop some recommendations for 
the school board." 
Elmore added that the committee has 
also met with the Dist 21 teachers com- 


mittee that is developing a drug abuse 
program. 


He said that the citizens' committee is 


spending a lot of time with the project, 
because it is a sensitive subject. 


"WE HAVE TO PROCEED carefully. 


It's like being on a ship that has a hole in 
the bottom. Drug abuse programs that 
have been recommended for other school 
districts may not work in Wheeling and 
Buffalo Grove." 


Shirley Mueller of Wheeling, chairman 


of the "Justice Under the Law" com- 
mittee, said essays written by student 
volunteers in Dist. 21 schools demon- 
strate that "Kids want to learn more 
about the law." 


Mrs. Mueller said the essays were 


written by students in the sixth, seventh 
and eighth grades throughout the dis- 
trict. The students were asked to give 
their suggestions on what should be 
taught to younger children about the law, 
Mrs. Mueller said. 


"The conclusion was that the kids real- 


ly do want law taught in school in the 
lower grades.

The wife of a Buffalo Grove man has 


charged that Elk Grove Village police 
beat her husband last Sunday after an 
incident in a local gas station. 


Police have denied that unnecessary 


force was used Sunday in an arrest of 
the man hospitalized with a broken left 
wrist and jaw. 


Harry Jenkins, police chief, said this 


week that "no more force was used than 
necessary to effect the arrest." 


Byron Crowell, 33, and Allen Batton, 


19, both of 871 Westbourne Ln., Buffalo 
Grove were both arrested Sunday night 
at a gas station at 1 E. Higgins Rd. and 
charged with resisting arrest and aggra- 
vated battery. 


Mary Crowell, wife of Crowell, who 


was involved in a scuffle with three po- 
licemen in the service station , has 
charged that police beat her husband and 
that charges against both men are "not 
true." 


SHE SAID both men had "too much to 


drink" but that they did not hit the police 
officers. 


Patrolman Joseph Tortorici said both 


men were belligerent and that Crowell 
"cracked me in the chest with his fist." 
He said Crowell refused to be searched 
and that Batton also struck him in the 
chest with his fist. Tortorici said he then 
maced Batton. 


The incident that preceded the arrest 


started in an argument between Batton, 
Crowell and two service station employ- 
es, Jerry Hale and Dick Glass, over a 
cigarette vending machine that Batton 
said he lost some change in. 


Glass said Batton demanded that he 


give him the change lost in the machine. 
Glass said he refused and told him to 
leave his name so the money would be 
mailed to him. 


GLASS SAID he called the police when 


Crowell came into the station and joined 
Batton in the argument over the change. 


CrowelTs wife, who said she witnessed 


the incident, said the two service station 
employes were "impudent" to her hus- 
band and nephew. 


She said there were "no marks" on her 


husband when police handcuffed him and 
took him into the squad car but that the 
next day he had a broken wrist and jaw. 


She said the injury to the wrist "was 


an old wound" that was broken when her 
husband was in an auto accident three 
years ago. 


Chief Jenkins and Tortorici were 


unable to explain how Crowell's jaw was 
broken though Mrs. Crowell charged that 
police beat him in the police station. 


She said she heard one of the officers 


say as they were taking her husband into 
the squad at the gas station: "If he 
wants to take us on wait until we get him 
into the basement." The cellblock in the 
police station is in the basement. 


Police reported that Patrolman Ken- 


neth Krzywicki, involved in the scuffle, 
was treated for a bruised cheek and an 
injured right thumb. Mike Severns, the 
third officer involved, was not injured. 


Both men are free on $200 bond each 


and are scheduled to appear in the Niles 
branch of Circuit Court March 23. Cro-

"The real issue in our case is one of 


zoning," Gottleib said "In my opinion, if 


you take the position that you will not 
zone this property multi-family because 
you don't know whether you need or wish 
to be specifically identified with a devel- 
opment program for housing persons in 
the $5,000 to $10.000 income bracket, you 
are not making a decision of zoning and 
planning, you are making a decision of 
social conscience or lack of it." 


THE KENROY CHAIRMAN also said 


such action would prove statements that 
Arlington Heights building and zoning 
codes are designed by keep out the near- 
poor and the black. Gottleib said many 
people working within or close to Arling- 
ton Heights already qualify for the in- 
come limits proposed "These people are 
not second-class citizens. Income level is 
not a test of morality or social con- 
science." 


Klingner agreed with Gottleib that the 


question at hand was not one of social 
conscience but insisted that Gottleib was 
the one who first mentioned social con- 
science. Klingner said he felt the project 
was one of bad planning with "horrible" 
design characteristics. He referred to it 
as a plan to house people "in the middle 
of a swamp next to a garbage dump." 


Commissioner Alice Harms said it is 


difficult to consider the zoning request 
because the proposed project is in a "de- 
veloping area." 


Mrs Harms said the character of the 


surrounding area, particularly the area 
of the landfill, will change in the future 
She said it would be doing a "disservice 
to allow a development of this intensity 
before facilities are available." 


The request will next be scheduled for

sells them as jewelry in special settings 


Bishop and hi.s wife moved into Elk 


Grove in September, and live at 655H 
Versailles At that time he began a new 
company. Scientific Abrasives, Inc , lo- 
cated at Til I.nely Blvd 


The business started in his basement 


rarlier with the manufacture of various 
bracelet products and the polishing of 
precision instruments It was here that 
hp began his work with precious stones 
since many of his customers were rock 
and mineral collectors 


Now most of his work is preparing the 


stones is done in his new factory that 
manufacturers various compounds used 
in polishing rocks 
He continues his 


work with precision instruments 


'Most of our products are our own in- 


ventions Our company is unique in that 
sense, ' he said 


WHILE MOST OF the work on the 


stones is conducted in the shop, the fin- 
ished products are usually displayed in 
his home Bishop said he has hundreds of 
rocks and slides of about 75 of them. 
Most of these are of the rocks with pic- 
tures in them 


THIS CHRISTMAS tree figure was in 
the stone when found by the collec- 
tor. 


"I've been lucky in finding them," he 


said 


His picture rocks show things like 


shakes of dogs, seals and desert land-

Bishop travels to many parts of the 


world and collects the stones wherever 
he goes.

many become friendly and give me ideas 
on the location of various diggings," he 
said.

THE BILL. SPONSORED by Rep. Wil- 


liam D Walsh, R-LaGrange, was in- 
troduced into the House Jan 26 and is 
presently in the House Elementary and 
Secondary Education Committee. 


It is an attempt to eliminate the in- 


equality in state aid to dual school dis- 
tricts, and unit districts. In unit districts 
elementary and high schools in one area 
operate under the same school board and 
tax rate for grades one through 12 Dist 
59 is a dual district — grades one 
through eight 


The two separate tax rates for ele- 


mentary and high schools total more 
than the rate of a unit district, yet the 
students get less benefit from the money, 
complain advocates of the new bill. 


Such advocates have formed Dual-Unit 


Equality (DUE), an organization that 
proposes to equalize the state aid for- 
mulas of dual unit districts and will 
serve as an action and lobbying group to 
seek legislative approval of the bill. 


Under the proposed formula Dist. 59 


would get a "considerable" increase in 
state funds, according to Arthur Perry, 
assistant 
superintendent 
of adminis- 


trative services, although he has not yet 
computed the exact amount that the 
change would provide, he said it would 
be in the hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars 


LOCAL TAXPAYERS are currently 


providing these funds rather than the 
state. 


More than three-fourths of the school 


districts in Illinois now operate under the 
unit system, as do the Chicago Public 
Schools The districts in the Cook County 
suburbs, with two exceptions, operate as 
dual districts 


Although dual districts can change to 


unit districts, it would be difficult for 
many suburban districts with their high 
growth rates Unit districts do not allow 
as much bonding power that is necessary 
to build schools.

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PTYO Now 3 Years Old; 
Anniversary Fete Planned 


by JIM HODL 


Sunday will mark the third anniversa- 


ry of the founding of the Palatine Town- 
ship Youth Organization (PTYO). 


Since March 21. 1968. the organization 


has grown from group of 100 teens to a 
hard-working unit of area young people 
on the verge of building a teen center 
named "The Joint." 


PTYO's anniversary celebration will 


take place in Imperiale's Restaurant, 36 
S. Northwest Hwy., Palatine, beginning 
at 7:30 p.m. Sunday. In addition to regu- 
lar members and adult advisors, former 
members of the original PTYO in 1968 
have been invited to attend. 


PTYO began as an expression by area 


teens and adults that a teen center was 
needed in the Township. Previuosly, an- 
other group aimed at building a local 
teen center had operated in the area, but 
it was not able to muster the support it 
needed. 


On March 21, 1968, a meeting for teens 


was arranged at St. Thomas of Villanova 
School and about 100 young people turned 
out. 


AT THAT TIME Mrs. Lorraine La- 


Susa, a Harrington Park housewife who 
has been instrumental in arranging the 
meeting, told the teens PTYO was their 
organization and turned the gathering 


over to them. 


Within a month, PTYO had a slate of 


elected officers presiding over meetings. 
PTYO's first president was Scott Norris, 
then a student at Fremd High School. 
The first vice president was Tom Wha- 
ley, and the second vice president was 
Rick Gibbons, PTYO's secretary was 
Margie Mueller and Jane Douglas served 
as the first treasurer. 


On May 25, 1968, PTYO held its first 


'dance at Sacred Heart of Mary High 
School. Admission was a dollar and Luv 
Complex and the Crees provided the en- 
tertainment. 


By summer, the organization was well 


on its way to finding property it could 
buy for a teen center site. In the Fall of 
1968, PTYO had an option to purchase 
the Levade Ranch on Smith Street in 
north Palatine. 


To buy the ranch site, young people 


sold bonds during November and Decem- 
ber. They received much support from 
local people and raised about $53,000 by 
New Year's Day, 1969. 


OTHER PEOPLE pledged money to 


PTYO to build a teen center on the Le- 
vade Ranch. One of the largest was 
$10,000 from Mrs. Marje Everett of Ar- 
lington Park Race Track. 


On April 15, 1969, PTYO bought the Le- 


Fellow Trustees' Statement 
No Surprise To VIP Slate 


Village Incumbent Party (VIP) candi- 


dates Clay Brown, Tom Kearns and Fred 
Zajonc said they were not surprised by a 
statement their fellow trustees, Wendell 
Jones and John Hughes, issued this week 
in which they said they will endorse the 
Republican candidates for the village 
board. 


Jones and Hughes said a change in 


leadership was long overdue and that' 
their reason for not endorsing the VTP's 
stems partially from "preposterous alle- 
gation" the incumbents have made con- 
cerning patronage politics in Palatine. 


They denied patronage exists on the 


village board and said GOP candidates 
Merwin So per, Dennis Collins and Don- 
ald Phares are more qualified to "turn 
this board around" and make it more 
responsive to residents' needs. 


SPEAKING OF Hughes and Jones, the 


VIP's said. "These two trustees gave 
their support to the regular party candi- 
dates the moment they were slated." 


The rift in the GOP came last Decem- 


ber when slatemakers dumped Brown 
and Kearns, and Zajonc declined a nomi- 
nation. 


"Their reasons for the GOP endorse- 


ment given earlier this week are simply 
not true. Each has a vested interest in 
seeing that the regular party candidates 
win." the VIP's added. 


Jones and Hughes, however, said, 


"In our years on the board there have 
been three Republican committeemen in 
the Township and neither of us has ever 
been asked by any of the committeemen 
to supply a job to any man, woman or 
boy on the basis of party. 


"We are appalled that anyone calling 


himelf a public servant would make such 
completely unfounded accusations, and 
we ourselves cannot condone such behav- 
ior," Jones and Hughes added. 


BUT VIP CAMPAIGN manager and 


village trustee Terry Leighty, said, 


"Clay Brown was warned by a party 
leader months ago that he would not be 
restated if he didn't begin doing a few 
more favors, and other trustees have had 
similar experiences." 


Leighty added that he will be curious 


to see how the GOP slate will justify ac- 
cepting the endorsement, if indeed they 
do, from homeowner groups now organ- 
izing for that purpose. 


There is a concerted effort to form new 


homeowners associatons and revitalize 
dormant ones for the sole purpose of en- 
dorsing GOP candidates, Leighty said. 


But the GOP candidates said late last 


January that they disfavored any plan to 
"exploit homeowner groups for political 
purposes," and would not accept such en- 
dorsement. 


Despite this statement, the home- 


owners movement began, and Leighty 
said, "If they can change their minds 
about this, they will certainly have no 
fears about changing their minds on pa- 
tronage should they succeed in unseating 
the incumbents."

vade Ranch for $40,000. The ranch was 
three and one-half acres in area. Since 
then, another adjoining acre has been 
added. 


For the next two years, teens with 


PTYO have been working on the house 
and barn on the ranch site, slowly turn- 
ing it into "The Joint." 


"The Joint" was the name selected by 


PTYO members as the title for its teen 
center at about the time the organization 
decided to look for a site for the center. 
It was selected out of many suggested 
names, including "Our Place," "The 
Pit," "The Attic," "The Ground Floor," 
"The Keg," and "Our Time." 


As a name, "The Joint" became so 


popular, PTYO members once suggested 
the group's name officially be changed to 
the title of its proposed teen center. Al- 
though this motion never passed, many 
PTYO people still refer to the group as 
"The Joint." 


HOWEVER, PTYO did not always run 


smoothly. During the summer of 1970, it 
almost disbanded. Feeling that the teens 
in the area were losing interest, many 
members felt the group should be dis- 
solved. Only a few teens were still selling 
bonds to build "The Joint." 


Despite these dire predictions, area 


teens responded by showing up, en mass, 
to a meeting in early July, 1970, where 
disbandment was to be the issue of dis- 
cussion. Because of the show of support, 
it was decided to keep PTYO going. 


Besides working to build a teen center, 


PTYO has also taken part in some 
worthwhile civic activities. Among other 
things, the group has sponsored dinners 
for servicemen, and participated in the 
March of Dimes for the past two years. 
After the Palatine Village Board passed 
a new ordinance allowing the use of 
plastic bags to hold garbage, PTYO 
members also helped by distributing 
these bags to local residents. 


Last October, under the leadership of a 


new president, Bill Alexander, Joint 
dances were resumed. Recently, one 
Joint dance attracted a large crowd, at 
which PTYO made $2,000 toward build- 
ing their teen center on the ranch site. 
To date, dances have netted PTYO about 
$4,000 and more are scheduled. 


Because of the dances, PTYO member- 


ship swelled to over 250 young people 
from as far away as Morton Grove. 


Currently, PTYO is sponsoring a visit 


from the Hoxie Brothers Circus to Pala- 
tine in June. Members are searching for 
land to hold the circus on, and ticket 
sales have already begun. 


ALEXANDER RECENTLY said he 


hopes to see PTYO finally succeed in 
building "The Joint." 


Currently, the group has money saved 


from last summer's bond drive and the 
profits from its last four dances. PTYO 
hopes to earn more from future dances, 
the circus and other community activi- 
ties, he said. 


Eventually, PTYO will have enough 


saved to reach its goal of building "The 
Joint," Alexander said. Although PTYO 
will need $70,000 to remodel the Levade 
Ranch into a teen center, Alexander said 
he thinks work on the ranch could begin 
this summer with less than that amount. 


He said some of the exterior work 


could be completed this summer with the 
rest being done later. 


"I am a member of PTYO because I 


think it can be successful," Alexander 
said. "Hopefully, before I leave office to 
go to college, I would like to see this 
success reached."

to be created by moving traffic. 


A Sure Sign Of Spring? 


With snow melting in the warm weath- 


er, motorists are discovering holes in 
roads that were smooth last fall. 


It is now up to local highway depart- 


ments to fill the holes again. 


Potholes occur in asphalt roads be- 


cause of moisture getting under it and 
then freezing, highway officials say. 
Bonds created in the asphalt when it was 
hot are broken by the water expanding 
into ice and the traffic slowly knocks the 
chunks of asphalt out until a hole is 
created. 


According to Palatine Township High- 


way Commissioner Vernon "Hans" Berg- 
man, the heavier the traffic, the more 
pot hole repair the road will need. He 
said the worst potholes usually occur in 
construction areas. 


ONE PLACE THAT is especially bad 


this year, he said, was around the area 
where they are installing a sewer line 
out to the site of the proposed Coun- 
tryside YMCA building facility west of 
Palatine. 


Bergman also said pothole causes also 


occur in areas where there is some flood- 
ing. He sighted the Lake Park Estates 
subdivision as an example. 


Township highway crews will begin 


filling up the potholes as soon as the 


frost leaves the ground, Bergman said. 
As long as there is frost in the ground, 
an asphalt patch will not take on per- 
manency. He expects the crews to begin 
patching up township roads next month.

A COLD PATCH is an asphalt mix like 


a hot patch, only it contains more oQ, 
according to Robert Washburn, engineer 
with the division in Arlington Heights. 
Because of the extra oil, the patch 
doesn't bond as well and will not last as 
long. 


Washburn said the division usually 


finds that potholes occur on the older 
roads that have seen over 15 winters al- 
ready. 


He added that U. S. 14 presents an ex- 


tra problem. Since it is a cement based 
road with an asphalt covering, it can 
buckle as well as develop potholes. Thus, 
the division has both hot and cold weath- 
er problems to repair on it. 


In the Village of Palatine, James Ben- 


nett, director of Public Works, reports 
that Hicks Road and U.S. 14 are particu- 
larly full of potholes this year. The roads 
crews have been busy all winter cold 
patching the potholes on both these vil- 
lage arteries.

Solicitor 
Ordinance 
Considered 


Rolling Meadows city officials are con- 


sidering an ordinance to limit door-to- 
door sales in the city. 


A proposed solicitor's ordinance, sub- 


mitted for a first reading to the city 
council last week, allows city residents to 
decide whether they want door-to-door 
salesmen at their homes. 


If the ordinance is passed, residents 


not wanting solicitors at their homes 
may obtain a sign stating "no solicitors 
invited." Solicitors trying to gain admit- 
tance to homes where the sign to dis- 
played would be subject to a maximum 
$500 fine. 


Persons who want to receive solicitors, 


may obtain a sign from city hall stating 
"solicitors registered in Rolling Meadows 
invited." 


The ordinance states persons selling 


door-to-door in the city must be regis- 
tered with the ctiy clerk. The city ckrk 
will accept or reject solicitor applicants. 


"IT'S A built-in protection for persons 


who don't want to be bothered by door- 
to-door peddlers," said Aid. James Hud- 
dleston, who submitted the ordinance to 
city council. 


Rolling Meadows now requires door-to- 


door salesmen to register with the city 
clerk, but City Mgr. James Watson said 
"It is getting pretty lax. The ordinance 
isn't very strong," Watson said. 


The most recent incident of solicitors 


becoming a nuisance was about a month 
ago. "Six or eight people were selling 
magazine subscriptions and we received 
quite a few calls," Watson said.

Other area communities are also con- 


sidering revising existing solicitation or- 
dinances.

mittee is expected to ask for a vote on 
the Rolling Meadows solicitor's ordi- 
nance at Tuesday's city council meeting.

Phosphate Ban h Possible 


The Rolling Meadows ordinance and 


judiciary committee will soon consider 
recommendation of an ordinance to ban 
detergents containing phosphates from 
the shelves of city grocery stores.

Phosphorous, a plant nutrient which 


causes deterioration in water quality, is 
contained in most laundry detergents, 
and area municipalites are considering 
passage of an ordinance to ban sale of 
detergents containing more than 8.7 per 


cent phosphorous. 


John Schultz asked that passage of 


such an ordinance be delayed until a 
court case in Akron, Ohio, that questions 
the enforcement of such a law, is de- 
cided. 


City officials are now taking appli- 


cations for a sanitarian who would en- 
force such a phosphate ordinance if 
passed by city council. 


A representative of the Soap and De- 


tergent Association sent a letter to the 
Rolling Meadows health committee Mon- 
day asking for an opportunity to appear 
before city officials in oppositon to an 
ordinance to ban phosphate detergents. 


cause of moisture getting under it and 
then freezing, highway officials say.

According to Palatine Township High- 


way Commissioner Vernon "Hans" Berg- 
man, the heavier the traffic, the more 
pot hole repair the road will need. He 
said the worst potholes usually occur in 
construction areas. 


ONE PLACE THAT is especially bad 


this year, he said, was around the area 
where they are installing a sewer line 
out to the site of the proposed Coun- 
tryside YMCA building facility west of 
Palatine. 


Bergman also said pothole causes also 


occur in areas where there is some flood- 
ing. He sighted the Lake Park Estates 
subdivision as an example. 


Township highway crews will begin 


filling up the potholes as soon as the 
frost leaves the ground, Bergman said. 
As long as there is frost in the ground, 
an asphalt patch will not take on per- 
manency. He expects the crews to begin 
patching up township roads next month. 


In the meantime, really bad holes will 


be filled with gravel until a hot patch can 
be put in. 


At the Illinois Division of Highways 


and the Palatine Village Department of 
Public Works, cold patches are used to 
temporarily repair potholes until a hot 
patch can be put in. 


A COLD PATCH is an asphalt mix like 


a hot patch, only it contains more oil, 
according to Robert Washburn, engineer 
with the division in Arlington Heights. 
Because of the extra oil, the patch 
doesn't bond as well and will not last as 
long. 


Washburn said the division usually 


finds that potholes occur on the older 
roads that have seen over 15 winters al- 
ready. 


He added that U. S. 14 pr --.sents an ex- 


tra problem. Since it is a ament based 
road with an asphalt covering, it can 
buckle as well as develop potholes. Thus, 
the division has both hot and cold weath- 
er problems to repair on it. 


In the Village of Palatine, James Ben- 


nett, director of Public Works, reports 
that Hicks Road and U.S. 14 are particu- 
larly full of potholes this year. The roads 
crews have been busy all winter cold 
patching the potholes on both these vil- 
lage arteries. 


PTYO To Mark 
Third Birthday

Sunday will mark the third anniversa- 


ry of the founding of the Palatine Town- 
ship Youth Organization (PTYO). 


Since March 21, 1968, the organization 


has grown from group of 100 teens to a 
hard-working unit of area young people 
on the verge of building a teen center 
named "The Joint." 


PTYO's anniversary celebration will 


take place in Imperial's Restaurant, 36 
S. Northwest Hwy., Palatine, beginning 
at 7:30 p.m. Sunday. In addition to regu- 
lar members and adult advisors, farmer 
members of the original PTYO in 1968 
have been invited to attend. 


PTYO began as an expression by area 


teens and adults that a teen center was 
needed in the Township. Previuosly, an- 
other group aimed at building a local 
teen center had operated in the area, but 
it was not able to muster the support it 
needed. 


On March 21, 1968, a meeting for teens 


was arranged at St. Thomas of Villanova 
School and about 100 young people turned 
out. 


AT THAT TIME Mrs. Lorraine La- 


Susa, a Harrington Park housewife who 
has been instrumental in arranging the 
meeting, told the teens PTYO was their 
organization and turned the gathering 
over to them. 


Within a month, PTYO had a slate of 


elected officers presiding over meetings. 
PTYO's first president was Scott Norris, 
then a student at Fremd High School. 
The first vice president was Tom Wha- 
ley. and the second vice president was 
Rick Gibbons, PTYO's secretary was 
Margie Mueller and Jane Douglas served 
as the first treasurer. 


On May 25, 1968, PTYO held its first 


dance at Sacred Heart of Mary High 
School. Admission was a dollar and Luv 
Complex and the Crees provided the en- 
tertainment. 


By summer, the organization was well 


on its way to finding property it could 
buy for a teen center site. In the Fall of 
1968, PTYO had an option to purchase 
the Levade Ranch on Smith Street in 
north Palatine. 


To buy the ranch site, young people 


sold bonds during November and Decem- 
ber. They received much support from 
local people and raised about $53,000 by 
New Year's Day, 1969. 


OTHER PEOPLE pledged money to 


PTYO to build a teen center on the Le- 
vade Ranch. One of the largest was 
$10,000 from Mrs. Marje Everett of Ar- 
lington Park Race Track. 


On April 15, 1969, PTYO bought the Le- 


vade Ranch for $40,000. The ranch was 
three and one-half acres in area. Since 
then, another adjoining acre has been 
added. 


For the next two years, teens with 


PTYO have been working on the house 
and barn on the ranch site, slowly turn- 
ing it into "The Joint." 


"The Joint" was the name selected by 


PTYO members as the title for its teen 
center at about the time the organization 
decided to look for a site for the center. 
It was selected out of many suggested 
names, including "Our Place," "The 
Pit," "The Attic," "The Ground Floor," 
"The Keg," and "Our Time." 


As a name, "The Joint" became so 


popular, PTYO members once suggested 
the group's name officially be changed to 
the title of its proposed teen center. Al- 
though this motion never passed, many 
PTYO people still refer to the group as 
"The Joint." 


HOWEVER, PTYO did not always run 


smoothly. During the summer of 1970, it 
almost disbanded. Feeling that the teens 
in the area were losing interest, many 
members felt the group should be dis- 
solved. Only a few teens were still selling 
bonds to build "The Joint." 


Despite these dire predictions, area 


teens responded by showing up, en mass, 
to a meeting in early July, 1970, where 
disbandment was to be the issue of dis- 
cussion. Because of the show of support, 
it was decided to keep PTYO going. 


Besides working to build a teen center, 


PTYO has also taken part in some 
worthwhile civic activities. Among other 
things, the group has sponsored dinners 
for servicemen, and participated in the 
March of Dimes for the past two years. 
After the Palatine Village Board passed 
a new ordinance allowing the use of 
plastic bags to hold garbage, PTYO 
members also helped by distributing 
these bags to local residents. 


Last October, under the leadership of a 


new president, Bill Alexander, Joint 
dances were resumed. Recently, one 
Joint dance attracted a large crowd, at 
which PTYO made $2,000 toward build- 
ing their teen center on the ranch site. 
To date, dances have netted PTYO about 
$4,000 and more are scheduled. 


Because of the dances. PTYO member- 


ship swelled to over 250 young people 
from as far away as Morton Grove.

Donald Rose 
said the board would "take the matter 
under consideration and render a deci- 
sion to all parties involved." 


The charges against Tranchitello, who 


has been on suspension from the force 
for a week, stem from a March 4 in- 
cident at the intersection of Plum Grove 
Road and Algonquin Road. Tranchitello 
and Steven Abbate, off duty patrolmen, 
reportedly stopped a car driven by Ken- 
nedy. 


KENNEDY ALLEGES a fight ensued 


and he was struck by Tranchetello, ac- 
cording to Police Chief Lewis Case. A 
city police patrol was passing and 
brought the three into the police station 
at which time Tranchitello and Abbate 
were temporarily relieved of duty. A- 
bate resigned from the department, Case 
said.

75 Speed Limit 


Too Much' 


Unsafe at 75 m.p.h. 
That's what traffic would be like if the 


state legislature raises the maximum 
sp^ed limit from H5 to 75, at least accord- 
ing to many Rolling Meadows and Pala- 
tine residents. 


The legislature this week heard a pro- 


posal to raise the speed limit on state 
roads currently holding a 65 maximum 
speed The 75 m.p.h. limit would, if ap- 
proved, apply to trucks and buses as well 
as cars, ending the different limits regu- 
lating traffic now. 


"High speed is one of the great factors 


in the cause of accidents as it is." Mrs. 
Donald Simon, 2106 Swan Ln., Palatine, 
said. "You can imagine what would hap- 
pen if a truck traveling at 75 collided 
with another vehicle. It would be just too 
fast to stop in time." 


Mrs. John Vaughn, 1460 Palatine Rd., 


Palatine, also said a 75 m.p.h. limit 
would be too high. "It would be just too 
fast for all vehicles. We have high 
enough speeds now." 


"I THINK it's a mistake to have trucks 


and buses tnvrl at the same maxium 
speed as cars," Mrs. Maurice Garland, 
4448 Hoover St., Rolling Meadows, said. 


"Some trucks are just too heavily loaded 
for such high speeds, although there are 
no streets in this area, except the toll- 
way, that would really apply." 


Mrs. John Bennett, 2007 Martin Ln., 


Rolling Meadows, also thinks different 
maximum limits for cars, buses and 
trucks is a good safety regulation that 
should be continued. "A 75 m.p.h. speed 
would be safe for cars traveling on an 
interstate, but not for large vehicles." 


"It's really the indivilual driver that 


counts," Mrs. Galen Harrison, 320 N. 
Benton, Palatine, said. The skill of the 
driver and the traffic are factors that 
should determine the speed. 


"If an area is heavily populated, as in 


urban areas, the limit should be less," 
Mrs. Harrison said. "If you were driving 
northwest of here, a person could open it 
up to 75 m.p.h. without too much 
trouble." 


Speee regulations don't make much 


difference to Mrs. D. H. Knight, 69 
Pleasant Hill Blvd., Palatine. "No one 
pays any attention to a 65 speed limit 
anyway. When I drive on the tollway, I 
stick to the right lanes and travel 65 be- 
cause everyone passes me up."

Arlington Unit Won't Endorse Plan 


The Arlington Heights Plan Commis- 


sion voted Wednesday to recommend 
that the Kenroy Project be denied. 


Kenroy Inc. was requesting annexation 


and rezoning to R-5 (multiple family) a 
56-acre plot on the extreme northwest 
side of the village to permit construction 
of a 742-unit moderate-income housing 
development. 


The motion to deny the request, made 


by Commissioner Harold Klingner, was 
limited to denying the request for R-5 
zoning. 


The 56-acre site is part of a larger 158- 


acre parcel owned by Kenroy. Previous 
action by the village board approving an- 
nexation of the entire parcel under an 
industrial zoning classification is be- 
lieved still pending subject to an agree- 
ment to purchase part of the site for rec- 
reational use. 


THE DECISION last night left open the 


question of whether that previous agree- 
ment is still valid or was abandoned by 
the petitioner when he filed the amend- 
ment for the 56-acre site. 


Just before the vote was taken, Roy 


Gottleib, Kenroy board chairman, said 
he didn't know how he would proceed 


with the entire parcel if this request was 
denied. 


The commission vote was unanimous to 


recommend the village board deny the 
rezoning.

To Heights Incorporation 


Attorneys for a group of 16 farmers in 


unincorporated Arlington Heights plan to 
file an objection today to the proposed 
incorporation of the City of Prospect 
Heights 


Members of the group, called "Pal- 


Wmdy-Schoenbeck," are landowners of 
270 acres north of Palatine Road, west of 
Schoenbeck Road and east of Windy 
Lane 


Court Hearing Is March 24 
Deadline For Objections 


To Heights Plan Is Today 


Two villages have filed objections to 


the proposed incorporation of the City of 
Prospect Heights and two groups of 
homeowners may file objections today. 


This is the last day that objections 


may 
be 
filed 
to the proposed in- 


corporation of the new city 


The Village of Wheeling filed objec- 


tions yesterday and the Village of Arling- 
ton Heights filed its objections Monday 


A hearing will be held by the Cook 


County Circuit Court March 24 to review 
a petition filed by the leaders of the 
Prospect Heights Improvement Associ- 
ation (PHIA) which represents the "old 
town" area west of Wolf Road. 


THE PHIA PETITION calls for in- 


corporation of an area of less than four 
square miles It includes open farm land 
north of Palatine Road m unincorporated 
Arlington Heights, in addition to a por- 
tion of the Pal-Waukee Airport and 
apartment developments north of Old 
Willow Road in unincorporated Wheeling. 
Areas of the unincorporated community 
now called Prospect Heights are also in- 
cluded 


W h e e l i n g ' s objections to the in- 


corporation were filed by village atty. 
Paul Hamer 


Wheeling s Village Board had voted 


Monday to file the objections, but had 
refused to discuss the objections until af- 
ter they were filed. 


HAMER EXPLAINED that Wheeling 


is charging that since the proposed city 
lies within a mile of the Wheeling village 
boundaries. Wheeling should have been 
consulted on the incorporation. 


Moreover, he said, Wheeling charges 


that the proposed boundaries are not a 
contiguous territory because they contain 
a strip or corridor of land used to ac- 
quire the apartment parcels on the east. 


WHEELING'S OBJECTIONS charge 


that the territory is larger than the max- 
imum of 4 square miles allowed by the 
statute, and that the required minimum 
number of persons (7,500) don't live in 
the area 


Hamer also said the objections allege 


that the petition does not include figures 
on the exact number of persons who do 
live in the area and that it does not spec- 
ify whether the propose! city lies within 
a mile of a municipality 


The village also claims that the pro- 


posed incorporation violates Wheeling's 
comprehensive plan because sewer and 


water systems for the village lie within 
the area proposed for the new city. 


Hamer said, for example, the village 


would be unable to provide sewer and 
water to the 40-acre apartment devel- 
opment south of St. Alphonsus Catholic 
Church if the incorporation boundaries 
proposed were allowed. 


HE EXPLAINED that in order for the 


PHIA to be successful in getting an in- 
corporation referendum, "They've got to 
comply with the statutes and they have 
to prove that they do comply." 


The Wheeling objections and those 


filed by the Village of Arlington Heights 
were similar. 


James Soble, acting village attorney 


for Arlington Heights, filed that village's 
objections Monday. 


Arlington Heights' objections point out 


that although the new city is within a 
mile of Arlington Heights, Mount Pros- 
pect and Wheeling, none of the three vil- 
1 a g e s were consulted 
on the in- 


corporation. 


The Arlington Heights objections also 


charge that the incorporation 
petition 


contains an insufficient description of the 
boundaries of the new city. The in- 
corporation petition is not signed by the 
required number of electors in the area 
proposed as the new city, Soble said. 


CERTAIN CONSTITUTIONAL ques- 


tions about the filing of the incorporation 
petition are also questioned in the Arling- 
ton Heights objections, Solbe said. 


Residents living along a portion of In- 


digo Lane and Indigo Court in the Euclid 
Lake Association may also file objections 
today In preliminary balloting members 
of the association voted to annex to 
Mount Prospect; however, 17 homes in 
the associations weer included in the 
boundaries of the proposed City of Pros- 
pect Heights. 


Atty. Patrick Link, who is representing 


the Indigo Lane residents, said late yes- 
terday that an objection was prepared 
but he did not know if the homeowners 
planned to file it. He would not say why 
the residents were hesitant about filing. 


Another group of approximately 16 


homeowners living in open farmland 
west of Schoenbeck Road and north of 
Palatine Road were to file an objection 
today. They claim the group proposing 
incorporation is "grabbing our land with- 
out notice." 


According to a group spokesman, who 


wishes to remain anonymous, the group 
met for the first time at a meeting called 
by Jack Gilligan, a leader of the group 
petitioning for incorporation. "After the 
meeting we decided almost unanimously 
to object to the proposed incorporation." 


"They are trying to pull the same 


thing on us that they don't like Wheeling 
pulling on them," said the farmer. "They 
are grabbing our land." 


The group's spokesman said the 270 


acres includes three nurseries, a green- 
house, several truck farms and several 
grain farms. "We want to stay farmers 
and have no desire at this time to belong 
to a municipality. When we do decide to 
annex to a municipality, we want the 
choice to be ours. We are now one mile 
from the boundaries of both Wheeling 
and Arlington Heights. 


"The 
proposed 
City of Prospect 


Heights has nothing to offer us except 
higher taxes," added the farmer "They 
don't plan to offer any services while the 
other municipalities have their own po- 
lice forces." 


The attorneys representing the group 


are Robert J. DiLeonardi and Robert G. 
McLennan. McLennan said the objection 
filed in court will have two main legal 
points. "First, the group has not obtained 
the consent of municipalities within one 
mile of the proposed boundaries, as re- 
quired in state statutes. 


"The statutes also require that the en- 


tire area that is to be incorporated must 
be contiguous," said McLennan. "We 
feel that the entire area east of Wolf 
Road is not contiguous to the western 
half because it is joined only by a strip 
near Patricia Lane and Camp McDonald 
Road." 


The farmers are also objecting, ac- 


cording to McLennan, because they be- 
lieve "the Prospect Heights group is pri- 
marily proposing a city in name only. 
They have no real plans. And they are 
likely to raise taxes but provide only a 
few services. 


"In additiion the boundaries of the city 


cut through the middle of a 160 acre 
farm located at the northwest corner of 
P a l a t i n e and Schoenbeck roads," 
McLennan said. "We feel this is grossly 
unjust."

Among Harwood recommendations was 


one for a reduction of $20,000 in the capi- 
tal outlay fund, used for such things as 
movie projectors and classroom desks. 


By reducing psychological services, the 


district could save $7,000. Cutting the 
number of learning disabilities teachers 
from five to four would save about 
$9,000. 


The last recommendation called for 


cutting one part-time kindergarten teach- 
er's position from next year's budget. 
This could be done, according to Har- 
wood, by shifting kindergarten children 
at Euclid School who live in nearby 
townhouse developments to Bond School.

would then be switched to Euclid School. 
The move would save $4,000. 


THESE CUTS, plus the $8,000 to be 


saved in the band program, amount to 
about $48,000. Harwood said if these cuts 
were made, the resulting savings, plus 
profits from the district's lunch program 
and a probable increase in state aid, 
would be sufficient for the district to con- 
tinue operating on a sound financial 
basis.

come a family affair, with his wife help- 
ing collect the rocks on traveling sprees, 
and his son, Dave, 29, pursuing the art as 
a business venture. His son refines and 
polishes the more beautiful stones and 
sells them as jewelry in special settings. 


Bishop and his wife moved into Elk 


Grove in September, and live at 655H 
Versailles At that time he began a new 
company, Scientific Abrasives, Inc, lo- 
cated at 751 Lively Blvd. 


The business started in his basement 


earlier with the manufacture of various 
bracelet products and the polishing of 
precision instruments It was here that 
he began his work with precious stones 
since many of his customers were rock 
and mineral collectors. 


Now most of his work is preparing the 


stones is done in his new factory that 
manufacturers various compounds used 
in polishing rocks. He continues his 
work with precision instruments. 


"Most of our products are our own in- 


ventions. Our company is unique in that 
sense," he said. 


WHILE MOST OF the work on the 


stones is conducted in the shop, the fin- 
ished products are usually displayed in 
his home.

Every year during the Lenten season 


the library sets out a special selection of 
books related to or especially appro- 
priate for the Lenten season, and with it 
they make available a special list of 
these readings 
This year's theme is 


" L e n t e n Reading in an Age of 
Change." The books in the pamphlet are 
listed alphabetically according to author. 


In the area of love, sex, marriage, and 


families, various religious attitudes are 
revealed in books like "The Man and the 
Woman, Psychology of Human Love," 
"Help for Today's Troubled Marriages," 
"Family Planning in an Exploding Popu- 
lation," "Children and Parents," "Sex 
Education in the Family," "Protestant- 
"Abortion: Law, Choice and Morality," 
and "The Pill on Trial." 


On the subject of the new morality, 


two particular books stand out in my 
mind from my browsing through the 
shelves. "Morality and the Mass Media" 
discusses censorship and the topic of leg- 
islating morals. The author defines au- 
thentic morality in terms of Jesus' com- 
mandment in Matthew to love God and 
your neighbor above yourself. "The Mor- 
ality Gap," written with a Catholic slant, 
is defined by the author of a book by the 
same title as the place between the au- 
thentic (Biblical) code and the popular 


one. He also stresses the futility of the 
popular code. 


OTHER CONTROVERSIAL topics are 


protest and violence, black power, alco- 
holism, the new morality, income, the 
war, 
poverty, and contraception. Al- 


though these are not necessarily reli- 
gious issues, professing a certain religion 
demands taking a position on them. 
There are many books, singled out for 
your particular attention, now during 
Lent, that deal with these topics from 
certain religious viewpoints, and in some 
cases simply present the issues without 
comment. 


If you would like some devotional type 


of reading, the library has these books 
too. "The Bible Speaks to our Times" 
and Eugenia Price's "Just as I am" are 
inspirational books you'll enjoy. "The 
King God Didn't Save" reflects on the 
life and death of Martin Luther King, Jr. 


Some heavier and quite thought pro- 


voking reading can be found in books on 
the Marxist criticism of religion, the re- 
construction of the church, Zen, Camus 
and Christianity, the death of God, the 
thought of Teilhard de Chardin, and the 
last supper.

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Local Library 
Says It Can't 
Support System

The Mount Prospect Public Library 


does not have enough books to permit 
borrowing by residents of surrounding 
suburbs, according to library board 
member Gil Liebenow. 


Liebenow is the library board's repre- 


sentative to the North Suburban Library 
System (NSLS), to which all libraries in 
the Northwest suburbs belong. Monday 
the NSLS adopted a program of recipro- 
cal borrowing that allows patrons who 
hold library cards in any of its 31-mem- 
ber libraries to borrow books from any 
other library in the system. 


The NSLS also has members from 


Waukegan. Elgin. Libertyville, Munde- 
lein, Evanston, Skokie, and Northbrook 


Before the Mount Prospect Library 


could participate in reciprocal borrow- 
ing, the program would have to be ap- 
proved by the library board. Liebenow 
said he has no plans to bring up the pro- 
gram before the board in the near fu- 
ture 


"Our library is not in any position to 


participate." Liebenow said. "We would 
need twice as many books as we have 
now for the program to be effective." 
Currently the library has 58,643 volumes. 
More than 95,000 local residents hold li- 
brary cards. 


"And we will have to depend »n our 


village officials to build up our collec- 
tion," said Liebenow. The library re- 
ceives most of its money fro mthe vil- 
lage, and the library budget must be ap- 
proved by the Mount Prospect Village 
board. 


The NSLS borrowing program provides 


for reimbursements to libraries with 
heavy use. When the borrowing proposal 
was originally considered, representa- 
tives of large libraries like Mount Pros- 
pect and Arlington Heights objected be- 
cause they were concerned about a drain 
on their collections from communities 
with small libraries such as Prospect 
Height?. 


Under the adopted plan, a library that 


lends more books to residents of other 
suburbs than it does to its own patrons 
would be paid 50 cents for each volume 
over the number it lends locally. How- 
ever, a "participation factor" of 25 per 
cent of the excess will be subtracted be- 
fore the payment is made. 


"I THINK THE 50 cents is premature 


because there is no experience on how 
much extra it will cost," Liebenow said. 
"I don't think it's adequate." Liebenow 
said it would take at least one extra staff 
member to process and shelf if more 
books were borrowed and that is a "min- 
imum cost of $5,000." 


The NSLS resolution does not make the 


borrowing program mandatory for its 
members. Still unresolved is the question 
of whether a member library that does 
not choose to participate in reciprocal 
borrowing can continue to participate in 
other systems programs 


NSLS services used by the Mount Pros- 


pect library include films that residents 
can borrow and inter-library loan of 
books from member libraries. The NSLS 
also has book collections in certain sub- 
ject areas that its members can use. 


James Beasley, deputy director of the 


state library, said the state library will 
have to make a decision on individual 
library's participation in the system if 
any library refuses to participate in the 
reciprocal borrowing program. The state 
library is an arm of the secretary of 
state's office and provides all the funds 
for NSLS. Members do not have to pay to 
belong. 


"THE STATE library does not have 


the right to tell elected officials of local 
library boards what they can do, and 
cannot do unless spelled out by the law," 
Liebenow said. "They can't make it 
mandatory while I'm an elected public 
official." 


The state library has adopted rules 


that all library systems must have a 
plan providing "free use of the total li- 
brary resources within the system for all 
residents holding library cards of any 
participating library in the area served." 
The state library told NSLS it interpreted 
"free use" as reciprocal borrowing. 


The state library's rules also require 


that every system have reciprocal bor- 
rowing in effect among all members by 
the fifth year in operation. NSLS was 
formed five years ago. 


A pilot reciprocal borrowing program 


began last September in the NSLS. 
Mount Prospect was one of the seven li- 
braries that did not participate. 


If the state makes the program man- 


datory Liebenow said, "we would sit 
there and remain in the system. We're 
not taking an antagonistic mood but the 
law does not spell out any punitive mea- 
sures. I think we all will belong eventual- 
ly but it depends on how rapidly we build 
up our collection."

McNALLY SAID members of the hot- 


line staff range from 14 to 47 years old 
The staff, chosen from 90 applicants, was 
selected on the basis of questionnaires 
and personal interviews. Hotline volun- 
teers were selected by Dr. Robert W'l- 
ford, executive director of the post- 
graduate center at Forest Hospital in 
Des Plaines, and his hospital staff.

unteers. 


"In selecting the volunteers, we were 


looking for candidates who are emotio- 
nally stable, open and honest, intelligent 
and articulate. They have to be moti- 
vated to helping people in trouble, sin- 
cere and not judgmental," he explained. 


Wilford said not all members of the 


staff are extroverts, but "they're well in- 
formed and not living in a myopic, little 
world of their own. At least half of them 
in the program have had experience with 
drugs, although this was not a mandato- 
ry qualification. I think a person who's 
had some experience with drugs may 
have a better insight and appreciate 
some of the problems of the drug user, 
but this experience isn't necessary." 


WILFORD SAID hotline volunteers 


have been trained to understand the dy- 
namics underlying a broad range of per- 
sonal and social problems. "I estimate 
most of the problems brought to the at- 
tention of the hotline staff will in the long 
run be emotional problems not neces- 
sarily related to drugs. 


"The drug problem is just one part of 


the social problem. A drug problem at 
times is incidental to the problems a per- 
son may have at home, school or work. 
That's why it was important that our 
training included much more than just 
an understanding of drug problems," 
Wilford said.

report on proposed cuts to the school 
board Tuesday. Besides the band pro- 
gram, four other areas were mentioned. 
Should the board follow all of Harwood's 
recommendations, it could result in a 


savings of almost $50,000 next year, Har- 
wood said. 


Among Harwood recommendations was 


one for a reduction of $20,000 in the capi- 
tal outlay fund, used for such things as 
movie projectors and classroom desks. 


By reducing psychological services, the 


district could save $7,000. Cutting the 
number of learning disabilities teachers 
from five to four would save about 
$9,000. 


The last recommendation called for 


cutting one part-time kindergarten teach- 
er's position from next year's budget. 
This could be done, according to Har- 
wood, by shifting kindergarten children 
at Euclid School who live in nearby 
townhouse developments to Bond School. 
Kindergarten children at Feehanville 
would then be switched to Euclid School. 
The move would save $4,000. 


THESE CUTS, plus the $8,000 to be 


saved in the band program, amount to 
about $48,000. Harwood said if these cuts 
were made, the resulting savings, plus 
profits from the district's lunch program 
and a probable increase in state aid, 
would be sufficient for the district to con- 
tinue operating on a sound financial 
basis. 


Harwood said he expected the board to 


make a decision on some of his other 
budget cutback proposals at its meeting 
in April. Still others would be considered 
when the budget is drawn up next sum- 
mer. 


Meanwhile the district has scheduled a 


referendum for April 24 The same two 
proposals that were defeated narrowly in 
the Feb. 13 referendum will be submitted 
again.

Polishing rocks is an art to Ted Bishop 


of Elk Grove Village, an art that he dis- 
covered through business associates and 
developed and refined on his own. 


The results of his work are on display 


this month at the Elk Grove Village Pub- 
lic Library, 101 Kennedy Blvd. 


"Allowing them to be on display is my 


way of teaching kids what can be done 
with a simple rock," the 59-year-old hob- 
byist said. 


Bishop's lapidary work is not limited to 


finding and labeling pretty rocks. His 
collection 
ranges 
from 
almost un- 


touched rocks with pictures formed natu- 
rally by the variegation to polished pre- 
cious stones. 


HIS 5-YEAR-OLD HOBBY has be- 


come a family affair, with his wife help- 
ing collect the rocks on traveling sprees, 
and his son, Dave, 29, pursuing the art as 
a business venture. His son refines and 
polishes the more beautiful stones and 
sells them as jewelry in special settings. 


Bishop and his wife moved into Elk 


Grove in September, and live at 655H 
Versailles. At that time he began a new 
company, Scientific Abrasives, Inc, lo- 
cated at 751 Lively Blvd. 


The business started in his basement 


earlier with the manufacture of various 
bracelet products and the polishing of 
precision instruments. It was here that 
he began his work with precious stones 
since many of his customers were rock 
and mineral collectors. 


Now most of his work is preparing the 


stones is done in his new factory that 
manufacturers various compounds used 
in polishing rocks. He continues his 
work with precision instruments. 


"Most of our products are our own in- 


ventions. Our company Is unique in that 
sense," he said. 


WHILE MOST OF the work on the 


stones is conducted in the shop, the fin- 
ished products are usually displayed in 
his home. Bishop said he has hundreds of 
rocks and slides of about 75 of them. 
Most of these are of the rocks with pic- 
tures in them. 


THIS CHRISTMAS tree figure was in 
the stone when found by the collec- 
tor. 


"I've been lucky in finding them," he 


said 


His picture rocks show things like 


shakes of dogs, seals and desert land- 
scapes, "I have an agate with a perfect 
Christmas tree inside," he said. 


He said collecting the rocks does not 


have to be expensive, although cutting 
them may be. 


Bishop travels to many parts of the 


world and collects the stones wherever 
he goes 


"As soon as I get to a place I look in 


the yellow pages of the telephone book 
for rock shops. In talking to the owners 
many become friendly and give me ideas 
on the location of various diggings," he 
said. 


HE ALSO BUYS many of his rocks 


from the shops rather than from jew- 
elers "They're cheaper that way," he

Get Housing Aid 
Under FHA Rules

A beginning teacher with a master's 


degree in Arlington Heights School Dist. 
25 could qualify for government sub- 
sidized housing if he had a wife and 
two children. 


A Dist. 25 teacher with a bachelor's 


degree and three years experience could 
also qualify if he has a wife and two 
children. 


According to a chart presented at last 


week's meeting of the Arlington Heights 
low-income housing study committee, the 
two teachers could earn as much as 
about $8,440 and still qualify under sec- 
tion 236 of the Federal Housing Act 
(FHA). 


Dist. 25 pays its beginning teachers 


who have master's degrees $8,408 per 
year. Teachers with a bachelor's degree 
and three years of experience, $8,333.

income housing, which includes members

The girl described the dog as being of 


mixed breed, perhaps part chihuahua, 
short hatred and dragging a leash. 


If the dog is not found soon, the child 


may have to receive the rabies shots.

THE FIGURES are based on the total 
income earned by all members of the 
household who are 21 years old or older. 


The debate about exactly who could 


qualify for government-subsidized hous- 
ing started from two recent proposals to 
build FHA 236 projects in Arlington 
Heights. One proposal for rezoning was 
presented to the Arlington Heights Plan 
Commission in December by Kenroy, 
Inc. The proposed site is in the extreme 
north end of the village. The plan com- 
mission has recommended that the vil- 
lage not approve the plan. 


The second proposal was presented to 


the Plan Commission for the first time in 
March, although the proposal received 
considerable publicity before that time. 
The plan includes building townhouses on 
a 15-acre site near St. Viator High 
School, 1213 E. Oakton St. 


Officials representing both projects 


have stated they intend to finance the 
developments under Section 236 of FHA. 
This section allows government subsidies 
of the mortgage and allows the builder to 
pass the savings on to future renters. 


OPPONENTS OF the projects have 


stated that a typical policeman or fire- 
man would have to have eight children to 
qualify for living in the 236 financed de- 
velopments. Opponents have also said a 
typical fireman or policeman makes 
about $9,000. 


According to the chart, a family with 


an income of about $9,190 could qualify 
to live in 236 financed housing. This fam- 
ily would include two parents and three 
children. If the family included one par- 
ent and four children, the total household 
income could go as high as $9,505 and the 
family would still qualify for the housing. 


The figures on the chart are based on 


95 per cent of the total gross income of 
the family with an allowance for $300 per 
minor in the family. By using the chart's 
figures, the actual gross income limits 
can be figured out. 


Based on the chart, the following in- 


cludes a listing of the gross incomes of 
families who could qualify for 236 fi- 
nanced housing.

income ranges are: 


—$5,715 for a single person. 
—$5,970 for a couple, $6,280 for one 


adult and one child. 


—$7,420 for a family with two adults 


and one child, $7,740 for a family of one 
adult and two children. 


—$8,450 for a family with two adults 


and two children, $8,750 for a family with 
one adult and three children. 


—$9,190 for a family with two adults 


and three children, $9,505 for a family 
with one adult and four children. 


—$10,215 for a family of two adults and 


four children. 


—$10,960 for a family of two adults and 


five children. 


—$11,700 for a family of two adults and 


six children. 


—$12,160 for a family of two adults and 


seven children. 


—$12,610 for a family with two adults 


and eight or more children.

THE PHIA PETITION calls for in-

It includes open farm land 
north of Palatine Road in unincorporated 
Arlington Heights, in addition to a por- 
tion of the Pal-Waukee Airport and 
apartment developments north of Old 
Willow Road in unincorporated Wheeling. 
Areas of the unincorporated community 
now called Prospect Heights are also in- 
cluded.

Paul Hamer. 


Wheeling's Village Board had voted 


Monday to file the objections, but had 
refused to discuss the objections until af- 
ter they were filed.

No Secrecy; 
Pay Attention

There are things we would rather be 


doing than mucking about in somebody 
else's political campaign. 


However, the Herald's ox has been 


gored and is likely to continue being 
gored until we do 


In its current drive to throw the ras- 


cals out, the Community Caucus party 
candidates for the Village Board of 
Trustees have picked as one of their fa- 
vorite issues the 5 per cent utility tax 
instituted by the village in January. 


That's (me. 


HOWEVER. 
AT candidates' 
nights 


around the village, their objections to the 
tax are being coupled with implications 
that the tax was passed secretly by the 
village board and ignored by "the press" 
until it was too late for them to do any- 
thing about it. 


Now, they imply, they must run for of- 


fice so that they may remove this yoke 
from the people's neck because "the 
press didn't feel it was important enough 
to tell us." 


The first public discussion of the utility 


tax took place at a meeting of the village 
board's finance committee in the first 
week of November, 1970. On Nov. 6, 1970, 
this meeting was reported in detail on 
Page One of the Herald. 


The story appeared under a six-column 


headline at the top of Page One. 


A fair rule of thumb for determining 


the importance attached to a story by a 
newspaper LS the size of the headline at- 
tached to it and the position it occupies 
in the page. 


IN THIS newspaper, as you can ob- 


serve, it's difficult to get a headline big- 
ger than six columns. In any newspaper, 
you can't put a story higher than the top 
of the page. So much for the importance 
of the story, 


As for its content, the first two para- 


graphs reported that a utility tax of 5 per 
cent, to be instituted in January, was 
being recommended to the village board. 


Later in the story, it was noted that the 


utility tax would be u.sed for capital im- 
provements, "including the drillitig of 
wells, construction of sewers, reservoirs, 
retention 
basins, 
equipment 
mainte- 


nance, sewpr flushing equipment and 
trucks." 


In addition, the story noted, proceeds 


from the tax could be used to start build- 
ing funds "to construct an annex to the 
village's municipal building . . ."

BILLAGE PRESIDENT Jack Walsh 


was quoted as saying that though the vil- 
lage had established certain priorities, 
these could be rearranged. 


These priorities have been rearranged 


— and reported in "the press" — a phe- 
nomenon which the Caucus candidates 
have attributed to their vigilance, al- 
though apparently none of them noticed 
the tax before the campaign. 


The impending utility tax was again 


discussed, once more on Page One, on 
Nov. 
11, 1970, in a meeting explaining 


what its effect would be on School Dis- 
trict 25 and the Arlington Heights Park 
District. 


On Nov. 16. 1970, it was announced — 


again on Page One — that the board 
would vote on the utility tax that even- 
ing. 


During that week, an average of 11,602 


copies of the Herald were distributed in 
Arlington Heights each day. Five persons 
attended the board meeting to protest the 
tax. 


THE 
CAUCUS PARTY candidates 


have promised to repeal the utility tax 
and this would be within their authority 
if they are elected. They have also criti- 
cized the village board for not submitting 
the tax to a referendum, and that is with- 
in their right. 


We could almost tolerate the melodra- 


matic description of "a tax which comes 
like a thief in the night to prey on a 
young mother who rises at 2 a.m. to 
warm her baby's bottle," if they would 
drop this charade about village officials 
skulking about in secrecy and "the 
press" looking the other way. 


There were no secret meetings. There 


was no lapse by the Herald in reporting 
public affairs. 


There just wasn't anybody paying at- 


tention at the time.

tice I'nder the Law" and the "Drug Use 
and Drug Abuse" citizens' committees in 
Dist.

Gene Elmore of Buffalo Grove, chair- 


man of the "Drug Use and Drug Abuse" 
committee, said u survey developed to 
determine what the community would 
like in a drug abuse curriculum has 
been completed by 200 people in Dist. 21. 


"The results as to how the community 


feels are not conclusive," Elmore said. 
"However, there does seem to be a great 
awareness of the problem and an interest 
in seeing some sort of drug abuse pro- 
gram offered in the schools," Elmore 
said. 
"KI/VIORE SAID THAT the drug abuse 
questionnaires will be distributed next 
week in all Dist 21 schools in Wheeling, 
Buffalo Grove, Prospect Heights and Ar- 
lington Heights during teacher-parent 
conferences at the schools. 


Parents will be asked to complete the 


questionnaire and return it to the school, 
Elmore said 


He said that the committee hopes that 


between 2.000 and 3.000 people will fill 
out the questionnaires. 


"Then we will evaluate them. The larg- 


er sampling should give us some direc- 
tion We hope to obtain honest and sin- 
cere answers The committee feels that 
before a drug abuse program is started, 
a survey must be taken to see how ev- 
eryone in the community feels. Then we 
can develop some recommendations for 
the school board." 
Elmore added that the committee has 
also met with the Dist 21 teachers com- 
mittee that is developing a drug abuse 
program.

Mrs. Mueller said that committee

contiguous territory because they contain 
a strip or corridor of land used to ac- 
quire the apartment parcels on the east. 


WHEELING'S OBJECTIONS charge 


that the territory is larger than the max- 
imum of 4 square miles allowed by the 
statute, and that the required minimum 
number of persons (7,500) don't live in 
the area. 


Hamer also said the objections allege 


that the petition does not include figures 
nn the exact number of persons who do 
live in the area and that it does not spec- 
ify whether the proposel city lies within 
a mile of a municipality. 


The village also claims that the pro- 


posed incorporation violates Wheeling's 
comprehensive plan because sewer and 
water systems for the village lie within 
the area proposed for the new city. 


Hamer said, for example, the village 


would be unable to provide sewer and 
water to the 40-acre apartment devel- 
opment south of St. Alphonsus Catholic 
Church if the incorporation boundaries 
proposed were allowed. 


HE EXPLAINED that in order for the 


PHIA to be successful in getting an in- 
corporation referendum, "They've got to 
comply with the statutes and they have 
to prove that they do comply." 


The Wheeling objections and those 


filed by the Village of Arlington Heights 
were similar. 


James Soble, acting village attorney 


for Arlington Heights, filed that village's 
objections Monday. 


Arlington Heights' objections point out 


that although the new city is within a 
mile of Arlington Heights, Mount Pros- 
pect and Wheeling, none of the three vil- 
1 a g e s were consulted 
on the in- 


corporation. 


The Arlington Heights objections also 


charge that the incorporation 
petition 


contains an insufficient description of the 
boundaries of the new city. The in- 
corporation petition is not signed by the 


required number of electors in the area 
proposed as the new city, Soble said. 


CERTAIN 
CONSTITUTIONAL ques- 


tions about the filing of the incorporation 
petition are also questioned in the Arling- 
ton Heights objections, Solbe said. 


Residents living along a portion of In- 


digo Lane and Indigo Court in the Euclid 
Lake Association may also file objections 
today. In preliminary balloting members 
of the association voted to annex to 
Mount Prospect; however, 17 homes in 
the associations weer included in the 
boundaries of the proposed City of Pros- 


pect Heights. 


Atty. Patrick Link, who is representing 


the Indigo Lane residents, said late yes- 
terday that an objection was prepared 
but he did not know if the homeowners 
planned to file it. He would not say why 
the residents were hesitant about filing. 


Another group of approximately 16 


homeowners living in open farmland 
west of Schoenbeck Road and north of 
Palatine Road were to file an objection 
today. They claim the group proposing 
incorporation is "grabbing our land with- 
out notice." 


Object To Proposed City 


Attorneys for a group of 16 farmers in 


unincorporated Arlington Heights plan to 
file an objection today to the proposed 
incorporation of the City of Prospect 
Heights. 


Members of the group, called "Pal- 


Windy-Schoenbeck," are landowners of 
270 acres north of Palatine Road, west of 
Schoenbeck Road and east of Windy 
Lane. 


According to a group spokesman, who 


wishes to remain anonymous, the group 
met for the first time at a meeting called 
by Jack Gilligan, a leader of the group 
petitioning for incorporation. "After the 
meeting we decided almost unanimously 
to object to the proposed incorporation." 


"They are trying to pull the same 


thing on us that they don't like Wheeling 
pulling on them," said the farmer. "They 
are grabbing our land." 


The group's spokesman said the 270 


acres includes three nurseries, a green- 
house, several truck farms and several 
grain farms. "We want to stay farmers 
and have no desire at this time to belong 
to a municipality. When we do decide to 
annex to a municipality, we want the 
choice to be ours. We are now one mile 
from the boundaries of both Wheeling 
and Arlington Heights. 


"The 
proposed City of Prospect 


Heights has nothing to offer us except 


higher taxes," added the farmer. "They 
don't plan to offer any services while the 
other municipalities have their own po- 
lice forces." 


The attorneys representing the group 


are Robert J. DiLeonardi and Robert G. 
McLennan. McLennan said the objection 
filed in court will have two main legal 
points. "First, the group has not obtained 
the consent of municipalities within one 
mile of the proposed boundaries, as re- 
quired in state statutes. 


"The statutes also require that the en- 


tire area that is to be incorporated must 
be contiguous," said McLennan. "We 
feel that the entire area east of Wolf 
Road is not contiguous to the western 
half because it is joined only by a strip 
near Patricia Lane and Camp McDonald 
Road." 


The farmers are also objecting, ac- 


cording to McLennan, because they be- 
lieve "the Prospect Heights group is pri- 
marily proposing a city in name only. 
They have no real plans. And they are 
likely to raise taxes but provide only a 
few services. 


"In additiion the boundaries of the city 


cut through the middle of a 160 acre 
farm located at the northwest corner of 
P a l a t i n e and Schoenbeck roads," 
McLennan said. "We feel this is grossly 
unjust."

The board will act in April, board pres-

Mayor To Probe Census Question In Washington D.C. 


by BOB CASEY 


Des Plainps Mayor Herbct H. Bchrel 


will be in Washington DC early next 
week and. among other things, he will 
try to solve the case of the 2,000 resi- 
dents who he feels showed up missing in 
the 1970 census 


Behrel. who will leave Sunday to at- 


tend the National League of Cities' 
Spring Congressional Conference, yester- 
day said he hopes to meet with U.S. Cen- 
sus Bureau officials to track down what 
he considers to be a mistake in the 1970 
census count. 


Final figures released last month show 


a population decrease of 223 persons in 
Des Plaines between 1968, the year of a 
special U.S. census here, and 1970. The 
1970 final tally was 57,239 compared to 
57,462 in 1968. 


The Democratic proposal wouldn't help 


most cities, including Des Plaines, the 
mayor said, because they do not have 
any sizable health or welfare ex- 
penditures to be taken over. 


The National League of Cities has giv- 


en its top priority to federal revenue 
sharing for the cities and states, Behrel 


said. 


According to the mayor, the loss of 


2,000 residents between the preliminary 
and final census figures is going to cost 
the city more than $30,000 a year in state 
income tax and motor fuel tax funds, 
which are rebated to municipalities on a 
per-capita basis. 


That loss would continue each year un- 


til 1980, he said, and could even affect 
the amount of money the city would re- 
ceive under any federal revenue sharing 
program that is passed by Congress. 


If the census bureau cannot revise its 


figures, he said, it would be worthwhile 
for the city to spend the estimated 
$14,000 it would cost for a special census 
similar to the one made here in 1968. 


Behrel feels two preliminary estimates 


by the census bureau of 59,191 and 59,288 
are close to the real population of the 
city. The 2,000-person difference, he said 
yesterday, could have been caused by 
the census bureau's use of the mail last 
year for the national head count, some- 
thing that had not been done before. 


The mayor said he will discuss the 


problem with congressman Harold R. 
Collier (R-10) on Monday and hopes to 
meet with census officials before he re- 
turns home late Tuesday. 


In addition to attending seminars and 


workshops at the national League of 
Cities conference, said Behrel, the more 
than 30 Illinois mayors there hope to 
meet with U.S. Sen Adlai Stevenson III 
(D-I11.) to push for President Nixon's 
federal revenue sharing plan. 


That plan, which under one estimate 


would return $366,000 to Des Plaines 


each year by 1972, has been opposed by 
Stevenson and other Democrats who 
want the federal government instead to 
take over things like local welfare or 
health programs, Behrel said. 


"It's well worth fighting for if you 


think you're right," Behrel said of the 
2,000-person difference between prelimi- 
nary and final census figures. 


"Even if it costs us $14,000 to do it. 


that still means we'd get an extra $16,000 
in the first year and $30,000 extra each 
year after that," he said.

Builders As.sn. 


The city council voted to hold up build- 


ing permits for apartments in the R-5 
zoning district around the downtown area 
when Aid. Joseph Szabo (1st) objected to 
several recently completed buildings on 
lots with 50 feet of frontage. 


Szabo said he wanted a change in the 


zoning code to require 100-foot frontages 
because 
developers 
aren't providing 


enough parking spaces on the smaller 
lots, and have not been willing to con- 
struct the taller elevator buildings allow- 
able in the R-5 district. 


Pontarelli. whose sentiments were ech- 


oed by other critics of the council move, 
said it is impossible in many cases to 
find adjacent 50-foot lots whose owners 
are willing to sell. 


"You get 50 feet and the person next 


door says 'no, I'm satisfied. I'm going to 
be here the rest of my life' and this hap- 
pens all the time," he said. 


"WE'D PROBABLY have to wait an- 


other 15 years until the town is really 
depleted before we can start building" if 
there were a 100-foot frontage minimum, 
he said. 


William White, of Amherst Realty Co. 


of Des Plaines, said the cost of devel- 
oping larger buildings under the city's 
building code is prohibitive in view of the 
rental market. 


"Putting large parcels together and 


designing buildings large enough to sat- 
isy the esthetic values of the city is fine 
if it's feasible. But the building codes in 
Des Plaines actually restrict a large 
building by making it too expensive to 
build," White said. 


"As far as this moratorium goes, I 


think it's affected a lot of people, good 
people, who have invested in property 
and made a lot of commitments, and I 
think they're going to be hurt," he said. 


The council's action "has got a lot of 


people rattled," White said. He said the 
decision came "very, very fast" for a 
city that's interested in encouraging de- 
velopment and might make some in- 
vestors think twice about developing 
property here. 


SZABO'S RECOMMENDATIONS 
are 


scheduled to be studied by the council's 
city code committee. In addition to the 
moratorium, Szabo Monday night pro- 
posed a zoning code revision that would

This Is 'Good Tasting* Lesson

They made green cupcakes in honor of 


St. Patrick's Day but their whole baking 
session was actually devoted to learning. 


They are a group of 22 children be- 


tween the ages of nine and 13 and they 
are educably handicapped students at 
the Cumberland School is Des Plaines. 


Every Wednesday afternoon the pupils, 


who are in two classes taught by Mrs. 
Candy Block and Mrs. Bonnie Goldstein, 
bake a cake, or a pie or cupcakes and 
then eat them together. 


The ingrediuents and baking directions 


are written on the front board for the 
students to read aloud and follow. The 
students sit in the back of the classroom 


at a long table and they each take turns 
at putting together the ingredients, mix- 
ing the batter, pouring it and taking the 
trays to the oven down the hall. 


Reading the directions was easy for 


the seven boys and four girls in Mrs. 
Block's class. Measuring the water 
called for in the recipe was a little more 
difficult because the students wanted to 
be exact — the recipe called for one and 
two-thirds cups water and that's exactly 
what they wanted included in their cup- 
cake batter. 


So when Lynn measured out a bit too 


much her fellow bakers demanded that 
she correct the measurement- 


After the eggs were carefully broken 


and added to the dark chocolate batter, 
the students started beating the mixture. 
At 50 strokes each, eight students count- 
ed every stroke until they had completed 
a total of 400 strokes. 


THEN THEY took turns filling each of 


the paper cups two-thirds full. "Mm- 
mmm-." The children agreed it looked so 
good they could hardly wait to eat it. 
"This is really making me hungry," one 
little boy said. 


Mrs. Block had pre-heated th6 oven in 


the school kitchen and her students 
checked to see that the oven temperature 
was correct. Satisfied, they returned to 
their class and waited until the baking 
was through. 


After the cakes cooled the students 


made frosting and topped the cupcakes 
with green candy. Then they sat down 
and ate them together 


The children started their baking les- 


sons in September "The parents take 
turns donating the mixes," Mrs. Block 
said, "and all the kids get into the ac- 
tion. They love baking and it teaches 
them so many things like measuring and 
keeping track of time." 


Mary, who is 12, agreed that baking 


class is fun. "I learned how to crack 
eggs, mix stuff and put stuff in the 
oven," she said. 


Alfie, 13, said baking is one of his fa-

This was the view of a sociology pro- 


frs.stir and consultant who spoke Thurs- 
day at Forest Hospital in Des Plames. to 
more than 41) school superintendents in 
the Chicago area. 


Thomas Gillette, a professor of sociolo- 


gy at San Diego State College and direc- 
tor of a center for study of human behav- 
ior and institutions, told the superintend- 
ents during a day-long seminar on super- 
intendent* and loneliness that 
public 


schools are producing humorless, con- 
forming robots 


I'l'BI.IC SCHOOL systems, like many 


of the institutions in our society, have 
become authoritarian and undemocratic, 
Gillette said. 


People have little control over their 


lives, and power is concentrated at the 
top 


Our mass society, he said, has pre- 


vented people from knowing others as 
human beings and encourages superficial 
relationships 


People have become afraid to show 


emotion or build lasting relationships in 
which they can really be themselves, 
without pretense or self-defenses, Gillette 
said 


School superintendents, on the top of 


the authoritarian structure, are often 
plagued by loneliness and distrust of the 
school board, principals, teachers and 
students, he sairl 


niSTIUST AND lack of emotion has 


created a system in which no one trusts 
students and they are forced into "ef- 
ficient.' 
bl.ind. "safe" conforming pat- 


terns, which are destructive of human 
values ,md which ignore individuality, 
he said 


Gillette suggested that superintendents 


start with themselves, to create a more 
tinman s\stem They could do this by de- 
centralmng the decision-making system, 
and by allowing themselves to have more 
hum,in relations with others in school ad- 
mini-.tr:itions or life 


Some 
superintendents 
agreed 
with 


manv things Gillette had said, but some 
felt it would lx> difficult to share decision 
making responsibility, because few are 
willing to take on this added burden. 


They also said there is a great pres- 


sure to keep school systems as they are 


now. 
The pressure, they said, comes 


from the community and from other su- 
perintendents. 


GILLETTE SAID answers to these 


problems would have to come from the 
superintendents themselves. 


The problems of superintendents start 


with our society, he said. It has moved 
away from the small town rural situation 
in which a resident could know who is 
governing, and affect decisions. 


Where people once valued personal 


relationships with leaders, in our highly 
urbanized society, leaders are unknown 
to most people. 


Most relationships accordiung to Gil- 


lette, are very simple, andu people can 
live their entire lives without forming 
warm, personal relationships with oth- 
ers, in which they can really express 
their emotions. 


This lonliness causes a distortion of 


reality, and encourages distrust. 


Superintendents, high on the ladder of 


power because individuals have lost con- 
trol of institutions, are especially lonely, 
and tend to live on the edge of unreality 
as they face bond issues and referen- 
dums, Gillette said. 


He said loneliness, the great destroyer 


of mental health, adds to the "robotlike" 
nature of our society. 


THE BOARD OF a school district 


doesn't trust the superintendent, and he 
in truth doesn't trust his principals, and 
this lack of trust extends to the students, 
Gillette said 


Public schools have feared students so 


much that they force them into absurd 
patterns. "Who ever said a seven year 
old has to sit at a desk with his hands 
folded, that he has to be quiet?" 


Gillette said he wondered why stu- 


dents, who come from varying back- 
grounds with different potentials, are 
shoved into conforming patterns. 


How can these systems produce stu- 


dents who have humor, intelligence, the 
ability to express their emotions and to 
form human relationships, he asked. 


Gillette's presentation yesterday morn- 


ing was the first part of a day-long series 
of speeches and discussions on the role of 
the school superintendent. Entitled "The 
Lonely Leader — The Superintendent," 
the first annual school 
superintendents 


institute was one of several seminars 
held by Forest Hospital this year.

coach Ron Ferguson, whose Falcons are 
making their first state tournament ap- 
pearance. 


"The old traditionals aren't involved. 


Pekins, and Galesburgs are 
along the sidelines. 


"I can understand the thinking of a lot 


of people." he continued, "but this year's 
tournament isn't any weaker than those 
in the past The caliber of the teams is 
the same " 


Ferguson then summed up by saying: 
"Who in the hell had heard of Thorn- 


ridge before this season." 


They've heard of you now, Ron. 
There may be some new faces, but the 


quality remains and high school basket- 
ball fans In Illinois should sit back, re- 
lax, and get ready for one of the most 
interesting tournaments In history. 


You don't need the traditionals to 


make a tourney fascinating. It's prob- 
ably better if they're not there, opening 
the door for some new names, new 
schools, new hopes. 


The giant process of attrition first re- 


duced the field of over 700 starters to the 
fabled Sweet Sixteen, and now to the fi- 
nal eight, the Elite Eight. 


It starts today with four games. It'll be 


all over by 10 p.m. Saturday and Illinois 
will have a new high school basketball 
champion.

OAK LAWN VS. BENTON 


12:IS p.m. Friday 


A tremendous opener! Winner is a 


good bet in march into the championship 
game 


There wasn't much said about Oak 


Lawn during the regular season, but ev- 
eryone ha.s heard about the streaking 
Spartans now. 


"They talked about our easy schedule 


before the tourney began." says Oak 
Lawn coach Len Scaduto. "but after 
beating 
Hinsdale Central. LaGrange, 


Proviso East, St. Patrick and New Trier 
East. I don't think they can say much 
now " 


Oak Lawn figured to be a team that 


would get hot at the end of the season. 
Brilliant C. J. Kupec, a 6-8, 225-pound 
center, was the only boy returning with 
experience, and that admittedly Is a big 
plus, but the Spartans needed the game 
time to start working together. They lost 
to Wheaton North and Blue Island Eisen- 
hower early. 


"I can't say enough about Kupec," 


praises Scaduto of his All-Stater, who 
was also a football standout. "He's in- 
telligent (19th in a class of 544) . . . has 
rhythm . . . and timing. He's a great 
outside shot too. Just a great kid. 


"But we're not a one man team al- 


though the other four regulars had never 
started a varsity game before this sea- 
son. Bocinsky (Jim) came through with 
those 33 against St. Patrick and has been 
fantastic in this drive. He's our outside 
threat, 
and 
I 
think 
the 
fans 
in 


Champaign, and on television, will see 
him make some of the finest moves to 
the basket of anyone down there." 


Brett Arnold is a strong rebounder for 


Oak Lawn, and Bob Carr is their best 
defensive player. Tommy Dubetz is the 
playmaker, the quarterback. For physi- 
cal size, Oak Lawn is tough to beat. 
Their front-liners go 225, 210, and 205. 


But Kupec is the key man for this club 


which has won 19 straight games. C. J. is 
averaging 24 points and 13 rebounds. He 
is an exceptional dribbler for 6-8, and 
there isn't a faster big guy around. He 
reminds me of Dan Issel, who prepped at 
Balavla. starred at Kentucky, a»d now is 
an ABA standout. 


"Were going down there to win it all," 


emphasizes Benton Coach Rich Herrin, 
whose club ha.s won 43 of its last 45 
games. "I know there are seven other 
teams who feel the same way, but I think 
this is our year." 


The big question about Benton is their 


competition under tourney pressure in 
the drive to Champaign. They haven't 
played in the pressure-cooker that Oak 
Lawn has been through. 


And because of performances in recent 


years, when they were also highly re- 
garded, there is some question about just 
how good Benton's area is compared to 
the Chicago south suburbs. 


Benton had some laughers in getting to 


Champaign, winning 67-25 and 78-44 in 
t w o games, but never trailed in 
beating a decent Nashville club, 6»-52, in 
the Super-Sectional 


Benton's strength is its size — and its 


balance. They boast two 6-7 front-liners 
and exceptional scoring balance. Dave 
Lockin, a senior center, had 21 in the win 
over Nashville, and the Rangers domi- 
nated the boards, but Jimmy Semaski, 
another 6-7 youngster, also can put that 
ball in the hoop. Senior guard Dennis 
Smith runs the club. 


Benton has only one loss, a 74-72 deci- 


sion to Centralia which they avenged, 78- 
69. 


FRISK'S PICK: I've seen too many 


highly regarded Benton teams look very 
mediocre in the state finals. They're 
good but I like this Oak Lawn team and 
its super inside-outside threat ofKupec 
and Bocinsky. Call it Oak Lawn in a fine 
first round attraction, (7-62. 


BOYLAN VS. LANPHIER 


1:45 p.m. Friday 


Welcome back, Dolph. How do you do 


it? 


Rockford Boylan's Dolph Stanley, who 


is the first coach in Illinois to take five 
different schools to the Sweet Sixteen, 
gives the state finals one of its most in- 
teresting stories. 


Stanley was forced into mandatory re- 


tirement last year at Rockford Auburn 
when he reached his 65th birthday. That 
was a public school, and Boylan didn't 
have such a rule. End of retirement. 


"It's been a struggle trying to get 


these kids to think they're good," says 
Stanley, who has won over 800 games in 
his career. "We're not big, nor are they 
the greatest brll-handlers in the world. 
But they follow Instructions very well, 
and what they lack in size, they make up 
for in intelligence, cleverness, and quick- 
ness." 


Boylan is a feisty, aggressive team 


that can, and has, played all kinds of 
games and defenses, adjusting to the sit- 
uation. They started fast this year, slow- 
ed down in league play, but surged at 
tourney time.

For Maine East 1970-71 was indeed a 


strange season. 


The Demons opened the season with 


four straight victories; they closed the 
season by losing nine of the last 11 
games. 


Maine East was one of the best shoot- 


ing teams in the state; yet the Demons 
averaged only 69 points per game. 


Among the Demon victims were such 


perennial winners as Evanston, Glenbard 
East, St. Charles and Hinsdale Central. 


Yet, the Demons were beaten by teams 


with losing records such as Glenbrook 
South, Proviso West and East Leyden. 


"Consistency, or rather, the lack of 


consistency, prevented us from going 
over the .500 mark," said Maine East 
coach Paul McClelland. "We looked good 
in many games, very very good. Yet 
there were some games in which we 
looked terrible. 


"It was hard to tell how well we might 


play on any given night." 


Maine East closed out the season with 


an 11-13 record in one of the toughest 
conferences against one of the toughest 
schedules in the state. The rugged sched- 
ule, inconsistency and a mid-season in- 
jury plague prevented the Demons from 
being the first Maine East team to break 
.500 since 1963-64. 


Maine East started the season by win- 


ning three thrillers — New Trier West by 
three points, Evanston by one point and 
Hinadale South by one point. 


The Demons opened the West Subur- 


ban League scheduled with a win over 
Downers Grove North but then lost their 
next three games to Glenbrook South, 
Glenbard West and Proviso West. 


McCldland's club rebounded to win the 


next 
three contests over 
Rlverside- 


Brookfield, Kaneland and Glenbard East, 
but then lost to Hinsdale Central in the 
semi-final game of the DeKalb Holiday 
Tournament. The Demons downed tough 
St. Charles in the third place game 80-77. 


After the holidays, Maine East upset 


Hinsdale Central 66-65 and appeared to 
be on the way to a long winning streak. 


But then the injuries and the tough 


schedule went to work to prevent the De- 
mons from their winning season. 


Maine East lost to York, LaGrange, 


Downers Grove North, Glenbard West 
and Proviso West in succession before 
beating Riverside-Brookfield. Then came 
losses to Hinsdale Central, York and La- 
Grange. 


The Demons won the first game of the 


regional tournament over Holy Cross but 
then were knocked off by East Leyden 
71-68 to close out the season. 


The outstanding player for the Demons 


all season was Dale Deschamps. 


Deschamps led the West 
Suburban 


League in scoring by averaging 20.8 
points per game. The 6 6% forward 
made 187 out of 332 field goal attempts 
for 56.3 per cent and made 126 out of 162 
free throws by 77.8 per cent. He was the 
leading rebounder on the team, aver- 
aging 9.5 per game, and was voted All- 
Conference by the league's coaches. 


The second leading scorer for the De- 


mons was 6-7 center Mark Bondeson who 
averaged 13.8 points per game. Bondeson 
hit an incredible 62 per cent from the 
floor and was second on the team in their 
rebounding department. 


The top scoring guard was Jack Cronin 


who averaged 13.2 points per game and 
led the team in assists. The other for- 
ward was Frank Knopf who averaged 9.0 
points per game and was the third lead- 
ing rebounder. 


Bruce Potenza 
and Russ 
Anderson 


shared the other guard spot for most of 
the season. Anderson averaged 5.3 points 
per game and Potenza 3.3. 


The reserves who saw the most action 


were Jack Anderson, Al Nakas and Den- 
ny Phelus. Other team members were 
Steve Kretekos, Craig Christiansen, Doug 
Duvall, Mike McDonnell, Mike Strand, 
Ken Hilgers and Terry Brown. 


As a team Maine East shot 51.9 per 


cent from the floor and made 70.4 per 
cent of the free throws attempted. But 
with all this scoring the Demons aver- 
aged only 69 points per game.

Representatives which would change the 
state-aid formula to provide more funds 
for suburban school districts is being 
supported by the Elementary School

Dist. 59 board of education. 


The board will be writing letters to lo- 


cal state representatives and contacting 
them personally, according to a decision 
made at the last board meeting on Mon- 
day. 


Under the proposed formula local 


taxes paid to Dist. 59 would be decreased 
as the funds distributed by the state 
would be increased. 


Dist. 59 includes the Elk Grove Town- 


ship portions of Elk Grove Village, 
Mount Prospect, Arlington Heights, and 
Des Plaines. 


THE BILL, SPONSORED by Rep. Wil- 


liam D. Walsh, R-LaGrange, was in- 
troduced into the House Jan. 26 and is 
presently in the House Elementary and 
Secondary Education Committee. 


It is an attempt to eliminate the in- 


equality in state aid to dual school dis- 
tricts, and unit districts. In unit districts 
elementary and high schools in one area 
operate under the same school board and 
tax rate for grades one through 12. Dist. 
59 is a 'dual district — grades one 
through eight. 


The two separate tax rates for ele- 


mentary and high schools total more 
than the rate of a unit district, yet the 
students get less benefit from the money, 


complain advocates of the new bill. 


Such advocates have formed Dual-Unit 


Equality (DUE), an organization that 
proposes to equalize the state aid for- 
mulas of dual unit districts and will 
serve as an action and lobbying group to 
seek legislative approval of the bill. 


Under the proposed formula Dist. 59 


would get a "considerable" increase in 
state funds, according to Arthur Perry, 
assistant 
superintendent of adminis- 


trative services, although he has not yet 
computed the exact amount that the 
change would provide, he said it would 
be in the hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. 


LOCAL TAXPAYERS are currently 


providing these funds rather than the 
state. 


More than three-fourths of the school 


districts in Illinois now operate under the 
unit system, as do the Chicago Public 
Schools. The districts in the Cook County 
suburbs, with two exceptions, operate as 
dual districts. 


Although dual districts can change to 


unit districts, it would be difficult for 
many suburban districts with their high 
growth rates. Unit districts do not allow 
as much bonding power that is necessary 
to build schools.

Reaction among Northwest suburban 


leaderi to Cook County zoning practices 
is marked by feelings ranging from mild 
frustration to downright disgust. 


Though the intensity of feelings varies, 


local 
officials 
apparently agree on 


why county decision-making in determin- 
ing the use of unincorporated land is 
such an emotion-packed issue. As pointed 
out by Alex Seith. chairman of the coun- 
ty Zoning Board of Appeals, area com- 
munities lash out at both the procedures 
used in deciding zoning cases and the de- 
cisions themselves. 


However, attacks on procedural as- 


pects, in large part, are generated by 
frustrated efforts to gain substantive de- 
cisions in favor of local municipalities. 
Similarly, long-standing differences be- 
tween suburban interests and Chicago- 
based county government have stoked 
the coals of mistrust and fostered a de- 
gree of bitterness 


It is not uncommon for local leaders to 


make comments such as that uttered 
recently by a Wheeling official: "The 
county sneaks up on you like thieves in 
the night " 


THE LIST OK particular zoning dis- 


putes is long and involved. Several of 
them are symptomatic of the issue. 


In 1968. for example, Rolling Meadows 


launched a campaign opposing rezoning 
of a parcel at Kirchoff and Hicks roads 
for a gas station. Village officials con- 
tended Kirchoff was becoming a "gaso- 
line alley" and argued the petitioner's 
request .sought illegal spot zoning. Coun- 
ty approval subsequently was given, and 
the gas station was built 


More than two years ago, Elk Grove 


Village and Itasca locked horns with the 
county over the proposed development of 
a site on the north side of Devon Avenue, 
between new 1-90 and Arlington Heights 
Road Drveloper Joseph Zizzo planned 
construction of 400 units, mostly multiple 
family, on the 27-acre site. After more 
than a year of controversy, the county 
fianlly approved Zizzo's request. 


PALATINE OFFICIALS and residents 


for four years fought development of the 
Palatine Hills golf course at Hltks and 
Baldwin roads Most recently, the devel- 
opment firm of Sellergren, Inc., sought 
county approval amid heated opposition 
from the village board. Though the coun- 
ty finally approved Sellergren's proposal 
for a planned development on the 66-acre 
site, a truce was reached and the builder 
agreed to annexation by the village. 


Most community officials are quick to 


point that the majority of Northwest sub- 
urbs have spent much time and money in 
developing comprehensive plans to guide 
orderly growth These plans not only di- 
rect development in areas inside munici- 
pal limits, but projert desirable growth 
into nearby unincorporated areas. 


Mount Prospect Village Pres. Robert 


Teichert pointed out that comprehensive 
plans, in conjun:tion with current munic- 
ipal zoning and building codes, often 
directly conflict with county zoning deci- 
sions 


"These (local plans) reflert what should 


be built where and how," he explained. 


MOREOVER. THE CONFLICT is in- 


tensified by prospects of nearby commu- 
nities having to provide utility and rife 
protection services to unwanted devel- 
opments 


"Municipalities see things being built 


that they later have to service," Teichert 
says This factor and the inconsistency 
with comprehensive municipal plans 
serve to fan the flames of local outrage. 


Teichert remarked, "I think the feeling 


is that we weren't able to control our 
destiny "

areas Referring to the "highest and best 
use" 
doctrine on which courts have 


based rulings in support of the developer, 
Teichert comments, "I think the courts 
have used the wrong theory.

"THESE QUESTIONS ARE unanswer- 


able because they are subjective in 
people's minds." he adds "I think the 
judges think "' ^ople as mankind. The 
people in communities are thinking of 
their communities " 


Jack Pahl. Elk Grc.e Village presi- 


dent, agrees and also charges that devel- 
opers will seek county-approval of build- 
ing plans, because local building and zon- 
ing codes are stricter and therefore, 
would mean higher costs or less returns. 


For example, a developer, unable to 


get a high-density apartment project ap- 
proved by a municipality prior to annex- 
ation, will turn to the county in the con- 
fidence it's less stringent building and 
zoning requirements will insure success. 


P A L A T I N E VILLAGE Mgr. Burt 


Braun. who laughingly calls zoning his 
"favorite subject." argues political moti- 


vation plays a large part in undesirable 
county zoning decisions. Braun and other 
Palatine officials are especially disturb- 
ed, because the community's 1964 master 
plan was prepared to achieve some con- 
sistency with the county zoning map. But 
subsequent action by the county board 
and the Zoning Board of Appeals have 
drastically changed the picture, Braun 
contends. 


"They've used zoning as political trad- 


ing pieces, really," he charges. "I'm not 
going to say there is political conniving, 
because I don't know." Braun says most 
of the blame must be cast on the county 
board. 


"The county board is not interested in 


good planning," he says. 


Arlington Heights Village Pres. Jack 


Walsh does not currently regard the 
county zoning as a serious problem, but 
a d m i t s , "we find frequently that 
we've been in contrast with the position 
of the county." 


Much more emotional appraisals are 


provided by Wheeling officials who cur- 
rently are engaged in a number of bat- 
tles with the county over zoning matters. 


"THE COUNTY DOES WHAT it pleas- 


es, regardless of what the villages say," 
asserts Wheeling Village Pres. Ted Scan- 
Ion. 


Wheeling has attacked the county on a 


number of issues Currently, there is 
pending a Wheeling law suit against the 
county over the rezoning of some land at 
Plant Road, southwest of the Milwaukee- 
Hintz roads intersection. Wheeling offi- 
cials contend county approval for con- 
struction of a cement plant there was 
against the best interests of the village, 
because it brpought about heavy truck 
traffic and created noise and dust prob- 
lems. 


Wheeling Village Atty. Paul Hamer 


says this is only one example of the total 
disregard for area municipalities. And he 
is quick to add that similar indifference 
is evident towards local comprehensive 
plans.

"we find that our development and 
growth is hindered, rather than en- 
hanced, by county zoning. 


Hamer also takes issue with the proce- 


dure by which the county reaches its zon- 
ing decisions. Currently, he is leading a 
legal attack on the zoning board's con- 
duct of public hearings, which, Hamer 
says, violate provisions of Illinois open- 
meeting law. 


The issues between county and suburb 


over zoning matters are many, and the 
gulf separating the two is often wide. 
Many local officials cling to the charge 
that communities outside Chicago have 
always been the "stepchildren" of the 
Democratically-controlled county govern- 
ment. Others maintain a better relation- 
ship is possible and foresee an upcoming 
period of suburb-county agreement.

Questions answered, directions given, 


Susan settles into one of the front row 
seats, the score heavy in her lap, as she 
follows every line of every scene. 


LAST YKAR Susan Wiese played the 


part of Mrs. Sylvia Potter-Porter in the 
musical, "Annie Get Your Gun." She ap- 
peared in the Variety Show and the 
Readers' Theater. She has sung with the 
Girls Chorus, the Girls Glee Club, and 
the Concert Choir. She has been involved 
with WMTH radio. She belongs to the 
Thespian Society, the National Forensic 
League, Iota Chi Sigma, the Pep Club 
and Modern Music Masters.

But this is the first time she has ever 


been student director. 


"Mr. Boyer, my radio and TV teacher, 


recommended me," said Susan, who has 
completed drama courses and individual 
event work involving contest speaking. 


"As a matter of fact, she was recom- 


mended by a number of faculty mem- 
bers," said Robert Kuite, over-all direc- 
tor of the show. "Her classwork in 
speech and drama were significant quali- 
fications."

Jean Brodie's spirit is finally crushed 
was emotionally effective, successful be- 
cause of the continual high level of per- 
formance leading up to it. 


One motivation for Betty's perform- 


ance was an excellent supporting cast, 
particularly the Brodie girls, four stu 
dents who idolize Miss Brodie and keep 
in close contact throughout their school- 
ing. They worked exceedingly well to- 
gether. 


(It is amazing to learn by reading the 


playbill that the Brodie girls, who were 
first introduced on stage as elementary 
grade school students, range in age in 
real life from 12 to the early twenties.) 


SANDY, THE MOST mature of the 


four girls who finally sees Jean Brodie 
for what she really is, a very selfish 
woman, was played by Gale Burnett, a 
drama graduate from Illinois Wesleyan. 


While none of the performances by the 


four girls went unnoticed, Gale perhaps 
had the more prominent role. Very in- 
telligent and knowledgeable, Sandy is the 
first to question Jean Brodie's motives, 
the first to search for the truth. The in- 
decision she experiences and the growing 
up she is quickly forced to do was cor- 
rectly accentuated by Gale. 


Jenny, the beautiful one, was played 


by April Witt, a seventh grade student at 
South Junior High School.

Lady Law Student Helps 


Get Justice For Youth 


by PATRICIA McCORMACK 


NEW YORK (UPD—Kristine Olson, 23, 


has been in and out of jails for four 
years. 


The Yale Law school student's special 


concern on trips to prisons and reform 
schools is youth and women. For the up- 
coming White House conference on youth 
she is helping to prepare a report on le- 
gal rights and justice doled out to youths, 
17 to 24, in trouble with the law. 


Miss Olson, of East Haven, Conn., be- 


came 
interested 
in correctional in- 


stitutions while an undergraduate 
at 


Wellsley. Then, as program developer 
for the Offender Rehabilitation Project 
operated by the Washington, D. C., Legal 
Aid Society during the summer of 1968, 
she learned that women get a particular- 
ly rough deal in prison. 


"IN MANY STATES women are sent 


to correctional institutions because they 
are keeping bad company, or getting 
pregnant or staying out late. They are 
judged out of control," she said in an 
interview. 


"It's all detention by default. The par- 


ent is allowed to make a complaint 
against the person and thus rid himself 
of responsibility." 


Miss Olson is convinced that there is 


discrimination against women in correc- 
tional institutions. 


"Many young women are incarcerated 


for their own protection," she said. 
"There is no counterpart male crime in 
this category. Usually the girl is guilty of 
sexual misconduct. 


"Similarly it is the woman who goes to 


jail for prostitution and the men involved 
aren't similarly punished." 


In addition to her status as a law stu- 


dent, Miss Olson is a special assistant to 
the commissioner of Connecticut State 
Department of Children and Youth Ser- 
vices — the stage agency concerned with 
what happens to young persons who get 
into trouble. 


Last year, according to Federal Bu- 


reau of Investigation Uniform crime re- 
ports, 51 per cent of the crimes were 
committed by youths under 25. Miss Ol- 
son said recommendations of the task 
force reporting to the youth conference 
in Estes Park, Colo., will center on ways 
of improving legal services and re- 
sources to these young Americans. 


Among other things, the task force will 


suggest sensitivity training for judges 
dealing with the young offenders. "We 
are concerned with miscarriages of jus- 
tices," Miss Olson said.

Collect!

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How does a collection start7 Some- 


times, out of simple necessity Many 
years ago, poor and newly wed, we were 
in need of a set of dishes, and since we 
couldn't afford the fine china we admired 
in the shops, but didn't care for plastic, 
we decided to search for an older set in a 
second-hand store 


One day, rummaging about in the back 


room of the local thrift shop, I came 
across a set of dishes, quite complete, 
missing only a few cups and in good con- 
dition, overlooking a few chips In addi- 
tion to the plates, desserts, cups and 
saucers, the set contained a gravy boat, 
covered tureen, bone plates and even a 
coffee pot, about 80 pieces in all It was 
of a peculiar smudgy deep blue color and 
had a lot of funny markings on the backs 
of the pieces We thought about it and 
visited the store several times, and final- 
ly decided we would buy it You didn't 
make a $25 decision lightly in those days 


WE USED IT IN THE kitchen for a 


few years, and in th<> meantime, I caught 
a serious, permanent and incurable case 
of antique fever That's when I dis- 
covered we had bought an entire set of 
English flow blue china for the price of a 
single covered tureen at the then going 
rate The remaining good pieces were 
promoted from the kitchen cupboard to 
the china cabinet, and since then we 
have added to the collection, but never at 
such a bargain price 


F l o w 
blue, or flown blue, or flowing 


blue (the tense is up to you), is so called 
because the color has blurred or "flown" 
during the firing, running into the white 
background and visible on the backs of 
the pieces 


The sort found in shops today is mostly 


of the 1890s variety, usually a floral pat- 
tern touched with gold It is a semi-por- 


celam made by many English potters 
(and some American) and is usually well 
marked on the back with maker and pat- 
tern name One of the most popular is 
Tourame by Alcock of Cobridge, from 
1880 to 1900 


THE EARLIER FLOW blue made in 


the Staffordshire district around 1825-1840 
usually had chinoiserie design 
and 


names such as Chapoo, Manila, Hong, 
etc Many designs in the older china are 
reminiscent of the popular Blue Willow 
motif 


Flow blue is a popular collectible and 


is still in good supply A little crescent 
shaped bone dish makes a cute ash tray, 
and a cupboard-full is quite spectacular 
The blue mixes well with many other col- 
ors and with other china I recently saw 
an entire wall of flow blue plates in a 
dining room, against a background of 
pale French toile wallpaper It "goes" 
Early American on a red checked table- 
cloth or formally elegant on a table cov- 
ered with an antique silk embroidered 
Chinese shawl
